The first few notes of the song begin, and his eyes meet 
hers from across the room. Shyly, they smile. It's their 
wedding day, and this is "their song.” She leaves her 
guests and approaches her new husband. He takes her 
hand, and they dance. 

Like any wedding, there are toasts and dancing chil- 
dren, a thrown bouquet and tearful moments, cutting the 
cake, and tender kisses between bride and groom. 

But starry-eyed love isn't just for teenagers and 20- 
somethings. This is his second marriage. It's her third. 
And they're both in their 80s. 

In the new book As Time Goes By, author Abigail Traf- 
ford examines love, loss, and loving again in the second 
half of life. 

Once upon a time, when the average human lifespan 
was 50 years, people married young and stayed ""til death 
do you part.” Now, at a time when we can live four dec- 
ades past that old milestone, relationships in the second 
half of life can give us a second chance at love. 

But it’s not easy. Trafford calls later love "The Big 
Churn.” The kids are gone and it's just the two of you 
again. Everything is old, and it's all new. You want to 
stay together, but need separate lives. Past roles have flip- 
flopped. It's like an amusement park ride that both scares 
and thrills you to death. 

Learning to be together anew can be difficult, Trafford 
says, and old issues can surface with surprising ferocity. 
Studies show that older couples are more likely than 
younger couples to “pull the plug" on a marriage that's

People in their 50s, 60s, and beyond are re-creating 
“norm..1" with boomerang marriages, throwback ro- 
mance, and serial spouses, triangle marriages, marriage- 
without-a-spouse, newly renewed unions, and fabulously 
single lives with many love affairs. Wow. 

1 read this book with rapt fascination for two reasons. 
One, because there is an amazing amount of food for 
thought in this book. Mixing advice and societal study, 
author Abigail Trafford includes interviews with real peo- 
ple, hard research and data, and stories that will sound all 
too familiar to anyone who's had a relationship. 

Which brings me to the second reason I enjoyed As 
Time Goes By so much: If you are near or past 50, gay or 
straight, man or woman, your relationship past is in this 
book. Reading it will put a lot of things into perspective — 
not just for you, but also for your friends and children. 


If you've ever been in love, if you are struck by the fact 
that the number of years you have left are fewer than the 
number of years you've lived, or if you're looking anew at 
an old relationship, you need this book. As Time Goes By is 
simply engaging.

PLAYS WITH ALL-STATE ORCHESTRA - Austin 
Michael Savage, 14, was selected to play in the Junior 
All-State Orchestra Concert, held at Governor Thomas 
Johnson High School in Frederick on March 7. The 
orchestra consisted of about 90 7th, 8th, and 9th 
grade students chosen from across the state of Mary- 
land. Among the pieces performed by the youth were 
Simple Symphony, Op. 4, by Benjamin Britton, and the 
first movement of Organ Concerto in A minor by Jo- 
hann Sebastian Bach. The orchestra was conducted 
by Anne Rupert, an award-winning teacher and musi- 
cian from Fairfax, Va. The students received the music 
in advance, and then met for the first time two days 
before the concert to begin rehearsing the pieces to- 
gether. The audience gave the young orchestra a 
standing ovation for the performance.

aura of consolation, brought 
about through Rutter's own 
bereavement at the time, 
and is composed in a lan- 
guage which he describes as 
‘one that [his] father might 
have enjoyed listening to,"" 
wrote Tarik O'Regan, a mu- 
sic critic with Naxos.com. 

The piece is a lyrical cho- 
ral work with an orchestral 
accompaniment. The choral 
society is using synthesizers 
for this particular sound, 
along with percussion. 

The first movement con- 
sists of the Introit from the 
Tridentine Requiem Mass 
(Requiem aeternam) and 
the Kyrie. The second 
movement is titled “Out of 
the Deep," and is based on 
Psalm 130, a writing com- 
monly used at Anglican 
funerals. It contains a 
prominent cello solo written 
in C minor. 

The third movement is 
the motet “Pie Jesu." It be- 
gins with a lyrical soprano 
solo (Deverse) singing with 
a light accompaniment, 
with only slight involve- 
ment of the chorus echoing 
the words “Dona eis req- 
uiem, Dona eis sempiter- 
nam requiem." ("Lord, I 
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pray in thy mercy grant 
them rest; Lord our God, 
we pray thee, grant them 
everlasting rest.”) 

The fourth movement is 
the Sanctus (with Benedic- 
tus), and characteristically, 
it is a bright, lively, and ex- 
clamatory movement. A 
spokesperson said it recalls 
the passage in Old Testa- 
ment scripture in Isaiah, 
Chapter 6, and the worship 
of the six-winged seraphim 
in the throne-room of God. 

The fifth movement is 
the Agnus Dei, with the 
words "Lamb of God, that 
takest away the sins of the 
world, in thy mercy, grant 
them rest." 

The sixth movement is 
Psalm 23, "The Lord is My 
Shepherd." Rutter originally 
wrote this piece in 1976 as a 
Separate anthem. 

The seventh movement, 
"Lux Aeterna," includes 
words from the 1662 Book 
of Common Prayer Burial 
Service ("I heard a voice 
from heaven...") ending 
with the prayer "Grant them 
rest eternal, Lord our God, 
we pray to thee: and light 
perpetual shine on them 
forever." 

John Rutter 

John Milford Rutter was 
born in London on Sept. 24, 
1945, and is an English 
composer, choral conduc- 
tor, editor, arranger, and 
record producer. 

As a young man, he was 
a member of the choir at 
Clare College, Cambridge, 
and then became the direc- 
tor of music there, serving 
from 1975 to 1979. In 1974, 
Rutter visited the United 
States at the invitation of 
choral musician Melvin 
Olson and conducted the 
premiere of his cantata Glo- 
ria in Omaha, Neb., in the

State Road Crews 
To Begin Pot Hole 
"Fill-Up" Season 


State road crews are 
gearing up to fill potholes 
that have resulted from win- 
ter weather, the Maryland 
Department of Transporta- 
tion's Maryland State High- 
way Administration (SHA) 
announced yesterday. 

"Potholes are ‘road en- 
emy number one’ for car 
alignments and tires," said 
SHA administrator Neil J. 
Pedersen. "SHA crews pa- 
trol state highways to fill 
them as soon as possible, 
restoring a smooth ride." 

A spokesperson added 
that SHA will make every 
effort to respond and fix 
potholes within 24 hours of 
a problem being reported. 

Potholes develop when 
water from rain and snow 
seeps below the road sur- 
face, freezes, and expands. 
The ice below pushes the 
pavement upward while the 
traffic above further stresses 
the roadway. When the ice 
thaws, the pavement col- 
lapses into the hole and con- 
tinuing traffic chips away at 
the pothole edges, making it 
even larger.

GCHD Explains Difference Between ‘nv: 


Bacterial and Viral Meningitis

Bacterial meningitis, spe- 
cifically meningococcal 
meningitis, has _ recently 
claimed the life of a West 
Virginia University student. 
Another student, a high 
school sophomore ftom 
Harrison County, W:Va., 
was recently admitted to an 
area hospital with bacterial 
meningitis infection, though 
the specific type of bacteria 
is not known. 

Meningitis is an infection 
of the fluid and lining of the 
brain and spinal cord and is 
usually caused by a virus or 
a bacterium. It is important 
to know whether a case of 
meningitis is viral or bacte- 
nal in origin because sever- 
ity of illness and treatment 
differ. 

Viral meningitis is gener- 
ally less severe and goes 
away without specific treat- 
ment, but bacterial meningi- 
tis can be quite serious and 
may result in brain damage, 
loss of limbs, hearing loss, 
and death. One type of bac- 


“terial meningitis infection is 


called meningococcal men- 
ingitis. 

Meningococcal meningi- 
tis is rare, but can occur in 
clusters or small outbreaks. 
Many healthy people carry 
the meningococcal bacteria 
in the lining of the nose or 
throat, but never get sick 
with the disease. Occasion- 
ally the bacteria are spread 
from one person to another 
by close personal contact or 
through kissing, coughing, 
and/or sneezing. Phen 

Fortunately, the bactéria 
that cause meningitis are 
not usually as contagious as 
the common cold or the flu 
and are not spread by casual 
contact or by simply breath- 
ing the air in a room with 
an infected person. Persons 
most at risk of becoming ill 
are those who have close 
contact with someone who 
has the infection, those with 
Tespiratory infections, or 
compromised immunity, or 
travelers to arezs of the 
world where illness is more 
common. This infection is 
potentiatly very dangerous 
because it is often mistaken 
for a cold or the flu, and 
some people may not seek 
medical treatment in time. 

Symptoms of meningo- 
coccal meningitis include 
high fever, severe headache, 
stiffness in the neck, shoul- 
defs and back, light sensitiv- 
ity, nausea, vomiting, con- 
fusion, and a flat pink or 
purplish rash on arms and 
legs 

In newborns and small 
infants, the classic symp- 
toms of fever, headache, 
and neck stiffness may be 
absent or hard to detect, and 
the infant may only appear 
abnormally inactive, be.) Ti- 
table, have ven ee 
feeding poorly. S: 
may occur within 2 to 10 
days (usually 3 to 4 days) 


after exposure, and can be- 
gin suddenly. 

It is very important that 
persons see a doctor imme- 
diately if they think they 
have meningitis. Those who 
have had close contact with 
a person sick with meningo- 
coccal meningitis — such as 
those in the same house- 
hold, daycare, or who have 
direct contact with an in- 
fected person’s saliva — 
should receive antibiotics to 
prevent them from getting 
the disease. Quick treatment 
with antibiotics may stop 
the infection from causing 
brain damage, disability, or 
death. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
recommends MCV4, a men-

“Children Entering 
School Ready to Learn 
-School Readiness Infor- 
mation for School Year 
2008-2009,” a report by 
MSDE’s Division of Early 
Childhood Development, 
revealed steady progress in 
all demographic subgroups. 
Maryland students entering 
kindergarten fully prepared 
for learning increased by 5 
percent from 2008 to 2009, 
up to 73 percent. That is up 
24 percentage points since 
the baseline year of 2001. 

“All young children have 
the potential to be active 
learners, and a great start 
before they enter the kin- 
dergarten classroom sets the 
stage,” said Nancy S. Gras- 
mick, state superintendent 
of schools. “This has been a 
high priority for parents and 
the Maryland State Depart- 
ment of Education. We are 
pleased with the progress 
taking place.”

31 percentage points since 
2001. 

The percent of 
special education students 
deemed fully ready for 
kindergarten improved 17 
points since 2001 to 47 per- 
cent. 

The study results, accord- 
ing to the MSDE, continue 
to highlight the importance 
of high-quality early learn- 
ing opportunities. Children 
who spent time in early-care 
Settings started school better 
prepared for learning than 
those who remained at home 
or in the homes of relatives, 
the research found. 

Children enrolled in pub- 
lic school pre-K programs 
(75 percent fully ready for 
kindergarten), child care 
centers (77 percent), and 
non-public nursery schools 
(86 percent) the year prior 
to kindergarten exhibited 
stronger school readiness 
levels than those who were 
at home or in informal care 
settings the year prior to 
kindergarten. 

Maryland’s annual school 
readiness report is the re- 
sult of legislative action to 
gauge the progress on school 
readiness skills of incoming 
kindergartners. Each year, 
more than 2,000 kindergar- 
ten teachers use an age-ap- 
propriate portfolio-based 
assessment to evaluate their

Why We Need this Vitamin 


Thiamine (Vitamin Bl) is essential for 
numerous bodily processes. For example it is 
necessary for protein, red blood cell, glucose 
(sugar), immune and nervous system functions. It is 
also needed to produce another vitamin called 
Niacin. Thiamine can be found in beans, poultry, 
fortified cereals, fruits, and vegetables. The 
Recommended Dietary Allowance for thiamine is 1.3 
mg for men and women ages 19-50,1.7mg for men 
ages 51 and over, 1.5 mg for women ages 51 and 
over, and for pregnant women of all ages is 1.9 mg. 
Deficiencies are rare in the United States; however, 
certain people are at risk. 

Older people and alcoholics may develop 
thiamine deficiency due to lack of dietary variety or a 
general decrease in appetite or food intake. Chronic 
alcohol ingestion also leads to the destruction of 
thiamine in the body. Children who take theophylline 
for asthma may need thiamine supplements, 
because it can lead to loss of thiamine. People taking 
the drug ‘soniazid for the treatment of tuberculosis 
should take thiamine supplements because 
isoniazid decreases the activity of the vitamin in the 
body.

A Christian Perspective 
on Stewardship 


“The Tragedy of the Commons’ is a cautionary article 
written by the biologist Garrett Hardin in 1968. The tragedy 
referred to is the tendency for individuals to use more than 
their fair share of common resources when it will benefit 
them, even if doing so will deplete the common resource. 
Consider a pasture available for grazing by everyone in the 


community; this is the 
commons. It will often 
be in the interests of 
individuals to 
increase the size of 
their herds, thereby 
depleting community 
resources, and 
ultimately harming 
the common 
resource. What is 
positive for the 
individual may often 
be negative for the 
community. This 
problem applies to 
almost every environ- 


mental issue with which we are faced, from fossil fuels and 
global warming to the community dumpsite. It is tempting 
to appeal to peoples’ conscience and say, “Use only your 
fair share,” but this doesn’t help much, since we simply 
don't know in most cases what constitutes a “fair share.” 
The Biblical notion of stewardship might be helpful here, 
since humans are given dominion over the earth. 
However, dominion does not mean that we can do what- 
ever we want with the earth, but rather that we are to 
exercise wise stewardship over it. Since the individual 
cannot solve this problem themselves, we must come 
together as a community, including the world community, 
to responsibly solve the tragedy for the commons.

* On April 1, 1924, Nazi Party leader 
Adolf Hitler is sentenced to five years 
in prison for treason for leading the 
Nazis’ unsuccessful “Beer Hall 
Putsch.” Sent to Landsberg jail, he 
spent his time dictating his autobiog- 
raphy, “Mein Kampf," and was 
released after nine months. 


* On April 31, 1930, the Motion Pic- 
ture Producers and Distributors of 
America formally adopt the Produc- 
tion Code, which imposed strict guide- 
lines onthe portrayal of illegal drug 
trafficking, profanity, the portrayal of 
clergy members as comic characters or 
Villains, and the portrayal of interra- 
cial relationships. 


* On April 30, 1947, Preston Tucker 
announces his concept for a new auto- 
mobile to be named the “Tucker.” His 
plans called for a rear-mounted engine 
as powerful as an aircraft motor, a ste- 
tionary “cyclops” headlight and a steer- 
ing wheel placed in the center of the car 


* On April 5, 1951, at the end of a 
highly publicized espionage case, 
death sentences are imposed against 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg after they 
were found guilty of conspiring to 
transmit atomic secrets to the Soviet 
Union. The only incriminating evi- 
dence came from a confessed spy who 
was given a reduced sentence to testify 
against them. 


* On April 4, 1969, the most popular 
show on TV, “The Smothers Brothers 
Comedy Hour,” is canceled by CBS 
because the brothers failed to submit 
an episode to network executives 
before its broadcast. Among other con- 
troversial content in the show, the net- 
work executives objected to antiwar 
guests, including Pete Seeger, who 
sang a Vietnam protest song on the air. 


* On April 2, 1987, the United States 
government allows individual states to 
increase the speed limit on rural roads 
from 55 mph to 68 mph.

Fleas, Fleas, Everywhere 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: The 
weather is turning warm again, and 
once more I have to deal with fleas 
crawling all over my two cats. Is 
there any way I can get rid of them? 
— Clara in Valdosta, Ga. 


DEAR CLARA: Dealing with fleas. 
especially in warm, humid areas like 
the Southeast, is very difficult. It’s 
nearly impossible to completely eradi- 
cate them, but you can lessen their 
impact in a couple of ways. 

Tackle the problem before it starts. 
As the weather warms up, fleas 
become more active, and their eggs 
begin to hatch as well. Late winter and 
early spring are prime time for starting 
the flea battle. This means a thorough 
spring cleaning of your home, and 
treatment of your cats. 

Send the cats to your vet or a groom- 
ing/boarding service for an overnight 
stay while you clean. While they're 
there, have them bathed and groomed 
and treated for fleas. Even if they 
showed no signs of infestation during 
the winter, eggs could still be embed- 
ded deep in their coats. 

Next, while they're gone, clean the 
entire house — lop to bottom. This 
means moving the furniture and clean- 
ing underneath it, as well as taking 
down all linens and curtains and wash- 
ing them. Treat the carpets and uphol- 
stery with a nontoxic flea stopper 
(available at pet stores). Vacuum thor- 
oughly and discard the vacuum clean- 
er bag once you're done. 

Throughout the warm months — 
well into October — you will need to 
maintain a regular flea-prevention 
schedule. Your cats must be treated for 
fleas regularly with a treatment rec- 
ommended by your veterinarian; don't 
let this lapse. If the cats spend time 
outside, you must brush them each 
time they come in to dislodge anything 
that attached to their coats. Vacuum 
the carpets and furniture at least once a 
week, and wash all linens regularly so 
fleas don’t settle in and lay their eggs.

USDA EXTENDING BUY-IN WAIVER 

The recently approved American Recovery and Rein- 
vestment Act of 2009 (ARRA) allows producers to be- 
come eligible for 2008 disaster assistance authorized by 
the 2008 Farm Bill, even if they did not previously obtain 
otherwise statutorily required crop insurance from the 
Federal Crop Insurance Corporation (FCIC) or Non- 
insured Crop Disaster Assistance Program (NAP) cover- 
age for 2008 by now paying a buy-in fee through May 18, 


2009. 


Paying such a buy-in fee does not provide the producer 
with crop insurance or NAP for the 2008 crop year; it 
merely permits the producer to become eligible for the 
2008-crop disaster assistance programs. 

Producers who have not already taken the necessary 
steps to become eligible for the Supplemental Revenue 
Assistance Program (SURE), Emergency Assistance for 
Livestock, Honeybees, and Farm-Raised Fish (ELAP), 
and the Tree Assistance Program (TAP) may now be- 
come eligible for such programs by completing the follow- 


ing steps by May 18: 


*Paying a $100 buy-in fee per crop. The maximum fee 
for insurable or non-insurable crops is $300 per county, 
per producer, not to exceed $900 for multi-county produc- 


ers. 


*In the case of each insurable crop (those for which 
insurance is available from FCIC), excluding grazing 
land, agreeing to obtain a policy or plan of insurance for 
the next insurance year for which crop insurance is avail- 
able; coverage level should equal 70 percent or more of 
the yield at 100 percent of the price. 

*In the case of each non-insurable crop, agreeing to file 
the required paperwork and pay the applicable adminis- 
trative NAP coverage fee by the applicable state applica- 
tion closing date for the next available year. 


Producers who choose to buy in under this provision 
‘will be considered for insured crops for the 2008 Farm Bill 


disaster assistance programs only, to have obtained a pol- 
icy or plan of insurance for the 2008 crop year at a level of 
coverage not to exceed 70 percent of the yield at 100 per- 
cent of the price. For non-insurable crops for the 2008 
Farm Bill disaster programs only, producers will be con- 
sidered to have a level of coverage equal to 70 percent of 
the yield. These levels of coverage will be used to calcu- 
late the 2008 SURE guarantee. Producers who buy in will 
not be eligible for actual crop insurance or NAP benefits 


for the 2008 crop. 


Producers who meet the definition of "Socially Disad- 
vantaged, Limited Resource” or "Beginning Farmer or 
Rancher" are not required to pay the buy-in fee.

Maryland SHA 
To Resurface 
Part Of. Rt. 219 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation’s 
State Highway Adminis- 
tration (SHA) announced 
yesterday that it will begin a 
$1.5 million resurfacing and 
safety improvement proj- 
ect along approximately 2% 
miles of U.S. 219 (Garrett 
Highway). 

Keystone Lime Company 
of Springs, Pa., won the bid 
to do the work, and, weather 
permitting, will complete the 
project in late summer. 

The project area is io- 
cated between north of state 
Rt. 42 (Friendsville Road) 
and just south of Bumble 
Bee Road near Accident. 

This section of Rt. 219 
carries approximately 4,400 
vehicles each day and serves 
many area schools and busi- 
nesses, such as Deep Creek 
Lake and Garrett College, 
noted an SHA spokesper- 
son. 

“When driving through 
the work zone, motorists 
should expect single lane 
closures and delays along 
U.S. 219 between 6:30 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. Monday through 
Friday,” he said. 

SHA will provide variable 
message signs, drums, and 
flag persons to guide motor- 
ists through the work zone. 

This project is funded 
through President Barack 
Obama’s American Recov- 
ery and Reinvestment Act 
and is made possible by the 
Maryland Congressional 
delegation’s passage of the 
economic recovery legisla- 
tion.

Co. Land Development Ordinances 


Environmental Resources 
Management (ERM) of An- 
napolis has been assigned 
the task of completely revis- 
ing Garrett County’s land 
development ordinances. 
The revisions are neces- 
sary in order to implement 
new policies and objectives 
outlined in the recently ad- 
opted 2008 Garrett County 
Comprehensive Plan. 

“State law provides 
some principles of planning 
that require ordinances be 
brought inline with changes 
to comprehensive plans, so 
every time we update our 
comprehensive plan, ordi- 
nances have to be adjusted 
to be consistent with that 
plan,” said Director John 
Nelson, Garrett County De- 
partment of Planning and 


Land Development. 

County officials pub- 
lished a “request for propos- 
als” in February for firms to 
prepare the revisions. Sealed 
bids were due March 10 at 
the Garrett County Purchas- 
ing Department. 

The department’s buyer, 
Charlie Junkins, told the 
Garrett County commis- 
sioners during the bid award 
meeting on Tuesday that 
he received responses from 
ERM; Davis, Bowen, and 
Friedel of Salisbury; and 
another company that sub- 
mitted its bid one day too 
late. 

Junkins said the two valid 
proposals were evaluated by 
the county’s Selection Com- 
mittee, which recommended 
that the commissioners ac- 
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cept ERM’s bid of $84,506. 
The buyer noted that the 
Planning and Land Develop- 
ment Department allocated 
$85,000 for the project in its 
fiscal year 2009 budget.

Speaks At Braille 
Coin Ceremony 


Brandon Pickrel, a 7-year- 
old from McHenry, was re- 
cently one of the speakers at 
the U.S. Mint and National 
Federation of the Blind’s un- 
veiling of the Louis Braille 
200th birthday commemora- 
tive silver dollar coin, held in 
Baltimore. 

The coin was issued to 
recognize Louis Braille, in- 
ventor of the reading code 
for the blind, and to support 
a nationwide campaign to 
promote Braille literacy. It 
is the first coin to contain 
tactile, readable Braille. 

Brandon was one of 
three children who helped 
to read a proclamation that 
expressed their concern that 
only 10 percent of blind 
children in America are be- 
ing taught Braille. 

“Lack of a solid commit- 
ment to teach Braille to blind 
students is a serious problem 
in the education of the blind 
in our nation’s schools,” a 
spokesperson said. “This 
leads to the shocking and 
tragic fact that only about 

10 percent of blind and low 
vision children are being 
; taught to read and write 
Braille. By contract, research 
'+demonstrates that more than 
"90 percent of employed peo- 
‘ple use Braille. Therefore, 
. increasing the Braille lit- 
* eracy rate is a key factor in 
helping the blind to become 
employed and productive.”

Mtn. Lake Park Woman To Serve 
One Month For CDS Possession 


In recent Garrett County 
District Court hearings, 
Karen Jean Hovatter, 52, 
Mtn. Lake Park, was found 
guilty by. Judge Leonard J. 
Eiswert for a controlled 
dangerous substance (CDS) 
possession not marijuana 
charge and was sentenced 
to one year with 1] months 
suspended, I8 months of 
supervised probation, and 
$257.50 in fines. 

In September 2008, 
Garrett County sheriffs offi- 
cers and members of the 
Garrett County Narcotics 
Task Force executed a 
search and seizure warrant 
of a Mtn. Lake Park resi- 
dence. Officers located 
Hovatter inside the resi- 
dence along with three 
other unidentified adults. 

A search of the residence 
revealed a bag containing 
two Adderall pills, a sched- 
ule II CDS, and two Vi- 
codin pulls, a schedule III 
CDS, located inside Hovat- 


ter's handbag. She did not 
have a prescription for these 
pills. She was not prose- 
cuted on a second CDS pos- 
session not marijuana 
charge. 

In another district court 
hearing, Eric S. Brumberg, 
20, East Brunswick, N.J., 
was handed a guilty verdict 
for a CDS possession of 
marijuana charge and was 
sentenced to 90 days with 
all being suspended, unsu- 
pervised probation for 18 
months, and $300 in fines. 

Brumberg's charges 
stemmed from a July 2008 
traffic stop initiated by 
Maryland State Police and 
GCNTF. After completing 
the stop, a K-9 scan of the 
vehicle was performed and 
a positive alert for the odor 
of drugs was given. 

A search revealed, in 
various places throughout 
the vehicle, seven bags of 
suspected marijuana; four 
smoking pipes with trace 


marijuana; a metal grinder 
containing suspected mari- 
Juana; two jars containing 
suspected marijuana; rolling 
papers; a bag containing 16 
capsules with suspected 
trace of heroin; a capsule 
containing suspected her- 
oin; a suspected Ecstasy 
MDMA pill; and a bag of 
suspected psilocybin mush- 
rooms. 

Brumberg was not prose- 
cuted on a charge of CDS 
possession of paraphernalia 
and three charges of CDS 
possession not marijuana. 

In an unrelated case, 
David Scott Brown, 19, 
Oakland, was found guilty 
for a charge of theft less 
than $500 and was sen- 
tenced to 60 days with 58 
days suspended and 18 
months of supervised proba- 
tion. Fines were suspended. 

He was charged after 
GCSO responded in August 
2008 to a theft complaint. It 
was reported that the victim 
of theft said that two other 
adults had possibly stolen

To the Editor: 

Fervor and_ rhetoric 
around issues often cloud 
our good thinking and, con- 
sequently, constructive dis- 
course. Taking sides in an 
argument is not the same as 
presenting clear and sci- 
ence-laden facts. Feel-good 
talk appeals to perceptions, 
but rarely makes good pol- 
icy. 

Here are a few legislative 
observations. Sometimes, 
legislation fails because of 
redundancy, or sometimes 
because of fiscal and policy 
implications. Other times 
legislation fails because of 
its lack of forethought for 
potential unintended conse- 
quences, including moral 
hazard. Legislation also 
fails where the veracity of 
supporting arguments rings 
holiow. 

This session, redundancy 
was found in the initial do- 
mestic violence legislation 
pertaining to temporary 
protective orders. The court 
already has the discretion in 
state law via Maryland's 
Gun Violence Act to order 
the surrender of firearms 
when issuing temporary 
Protective orders, not to 
mention federally mandated 
safeguards in VAWA (e.g., 
Stop grant recipients must 
certify judicial notification). 

In hindsight analysis, 
proponents had concerns 
about potential setbacks in 
hard-won strides in obtain- 
ing temporary, and later, 
permanent, orders for vic- 
tims of violence. While 
there are many reasons for 
it, the rate for the issuance 
of protective orders has 
been a statewide problem. 

With the passage of 
HB296/SB267,  surrender- 
ing firearms and refraining 
fervew tree free thee deeeatirne - 
the permanent protective 
order becomes mandatory 
On the face of it, excefJent 
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news; data will continue to 
tell the story. 

Legislation can become 
short-lived because of poor 
construction and forecast- 
ing. Assigning a no-cost 
fiscal note in a time of eco- 
nomic distress is under- 
standable, but doing so 
sends troubling signals to an 
already stressed employee 
base. Couching a no-cost 
note in cost reallocation 
discussions might have al- 
layed concerns, but requires 
a mindset for inclusivity, 
interest-based dialogue, and 
time. 

Those devilish details get 
in the way every time. 

Help us all, though, if 
our statewide performance- 
setting efforts become as 
impotent as the clawback 
provision in taxpayer-fund- 
ed business loans — a rarely 
enforced contractual ele- 
ment to protect the public 
where there is failure to 
meet contract deliverables 
or public promises. 

On the subject of "green" 
and contributions to solving 
the energy crisis, I can't find 
the logic in equating the 
proverbial canary in the 
coal mine ‘vith tilting at 
windmills. From a policy 
perspective, our selective 
concern, when it comes to 
degradation of viewscape 
and landscape, has been 
about as thoughtful as our 
positions on regulating pub- 
ic utilities and taxpayer 
subsidies to free market en- 
deavors.

I grew up in Berlin, Pa. I 
am hoping that you will put 
this in your paper, so as to 
raise awareness about the 
teen driving laws in Penn- 
sylvania verses other states. 

The recent tragedy in the 
Meyersdale community hit 
close to home, because the 
boys who were killed were 
friends of my nephew. | 
have lived in Connecticut 
for 15 years, and in the past 
several years we have ex- 
perienced similar tragedies 
that Meyersdale has suf- 
fered. Connecticut's gover- 
nor Jodi Rell decided that it 
was time to take action, so 
she formed a task force to 
take a look at the teen driv- 
ing laws and raise the 
awareness among teens and 
adults about the serious 
responsibilities that come 
with getting a driver's li- 


cense. 

In August 2008, the Con- 
necticut teenage driving 
laws and restrictions were 
changed. A teen's curfew is 
now |1 p.m. instead of mid- 
night. No one is allowed to 
be in the car with a teen 
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driver unless it is a parent or 
legal guardian who holds a 
valid driver's license, a l- 
censed instructor, or a per- 
son providing instruction 
who is at least 20 years old 
and has held a license for at 
least four years. No one else 
may ride in the vehicle with 
the teen, until the teen has 
held a license for one year. 
Siblings may not ride in the 
vehicle until the teen has 
held a license for six 
months. 

These changes, and vari- 
ous other laws and restric- 
tions | have not mentioned, 
will make a huge difference 
in the number of teenage 
driving injuries and fatali- 
ties. I urge every parent, 
grandparent, aunt, and un- 
cle to go to their computer, 
look at the Connecticut teen 
driving laws, and then e- 
mail or write to their con- 
gressman and their gover- 
nor, asking them to please 
make similar changes to the 
Pennsylvania teen driving 
laws. These laws will not 
stop teen driving injuries 
and fatalities, but I do be- 
lieve they will decrease 
them significantly.

vation. 

"Our objective to beat 
this scam is twofold," said 
CMB's_ president, Brian 
Thomas. "First we want to 
spread awareness about this 
scam to get it across to eve- 
rvone that these callers are 
posing as employees of 
many different banks, not 
just ours. And secondly, if 
someone does fall victim to 
this scam, persons should 
contact their bank immedi- 
ately so that the transactions 
can be stopped before they 
happen." 

Thomas went on to say 
that if a teller from a bank is 
calling a customer, that per- 
son will not ask for the ac- 
count information because 
the bank already has it. Vic- 
tims should use this as an 
indicator of a scam. 

"These scams happen all 
the time, and it's a bank's 
duty to make the commu- 
nity aware of it and to pro- 
tect our customers,” said 
Thomas. 

There have been no re- 
ported calls in the Oakland 
area in the past two weeks, 
but customers should re- 
main cautious.

State Senate 
Advances $13.8 
Billion Budget

ANNAPOLIS - The 
Senate gave preliminary 
approval to a $13.8 billion 
operating budget for next 
fiscal year Wednesday eve- 
ning, calling for more than 
$900 million in cuts includ- 
ing reductions to local gov- 
ernment, environmental 
Jand stem cell research 
spending. 

Last week the House 
passed its version of the 
budget, cutting $825 million 
from Gov. Martin O'Mal- 
ley's original proposal to 
settle on a $13.9 billion 
plan. 

The Senate is expected to 
take a final vote on the 
budget and an accompany- 
ing budget reconciliation 
bill by today. Representa- 
tives from the two chambers 
will then meet before this 
legislative session ends on 
April 13 to hammer out 
their differences and present 
a final product to O'Malley 
for his signature. 

Both versions of the 
budget include $1.7 billion 
in federal stimulus money 
for this year and the next, 
with most of it going toward 
Medicaid and _ education 
spending. They also pre- 
serve a tuition freeze for in- 
State students at Maryland's 
public universities for a 
fourth straight year, and the 
Senate version includes pro- 
visions for an in-state tui- 
tion freeze for community 
colleges as well. 

Both the Senate and 
House versions of the 
budget include deep cuts to 
local government and envi- 
ronmental spending. 

The House budget plan 
cuts $102 million in state 
funding for local road main- 
tenance projects, while the 
Senate version slices $162 


million. The House version 
also has the state keeping 
$60 million in income tax 
payments usually sent to the 
counties. 

Funding for the Chesa- 
peake Bay 2010 Trust Fund 
is slashed from $31.5 mil- 
lion to $10 million in both 
versions. The fund was 
Originally scheduled to re- 
ceive $50 million per year 
when it was approved dur- 
ing the 2007 special session. 

The House plan also 
calls for $118 million in 
transfers and cuts from a 
land preservation fund ac- 
crued through a tax on real 
estate transactions. The 
Senate version cuts an addi- 
tional $65 million from Pro- 
gram Open Space. 

Some of the reductions 
to the land preservation 
fund could be restored 
through funding from state- 
issued bonds. 

Both chambers have tar- 
geted a roughly $5 million 
State public campaign fi- 
nancing fund last used by 
Republican gubernatorial 
candidate Ellen Sauerbrey 
in 1994. 

The Senate's budget 
takes almost $3 million 
from the fund in order to 
pay for new optical scan 
voting machines. Mean- 
while, the House is advanc- 
ing a plan to use $2 million 
from the fund to pay for 
early-voting expenses. 

Republicans have fought 
both chambers’ proposals, 
calling them politically mo- 
tivated since it's highly 
unlikely O'Malley will use 
public financing in his ex- 
pected bid for re-election 
next year. 

Sen. Andrew Harris, R- 
Baltimore County, voiced 
concerns over the state's 
willingness to use tax reve- 
nue for purposes other than 
initially intended and _ its 
reliance on bond money to 
replace cuts to program 
funding. 

"Long term, keeping the 
spending up, keeping our 
taxing up, and borrowing 
our way out of the problem 
is kind of what got us in the 
problem that we're in,” Har- 
ris said. 

The Senate passed an 
amendment offered by Har- 
ris requiring at least a $2 
million balance 1n the public 
campaign finance fund. 

The budget cuts come in 
response to the recently an- 
nounced $1.2 billion decline 
in tax and other revenue 
projections for this fiscal 
year and the next. O'Mal- 
ley's original budget  in- 
cluded provisions for only 
$600 million in write-downs 
over that time.

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"We've seen record de- 
clines in general fund reve- 
nues,” said Sen. Ulysses 
Currie, D-Prince George's, 
and chairman of the Budget 
and Taxation Committee. 

Once the Senate gives 
final approval to its budget 
plan, a conference commit- 
tee will reconcile the numer- 
ous differences between the 
bills. 

While the House ap- 
proved full funding for an 
education formula that pro- 
vides additional funding to 
K-12 schools in high-cost 
areas, the Senate version 
diverts $50 million from 
that fund to public school 
construction. 

The House dedicated 
$18.4 million to stem cell 
research while the Senate 
limited stem cell grant fund- 
ing to $5.4 million. Senators 
rejected an amendment that 
would cut all state funding 
for stem cell research. 

The Senate also differed 
from the House by voting to 
pass 50 percent of costs as- 
sociated with property 
valuation along to the coun- 
ties, which would save 
$20.8 million for the state. 

The Senate budget pro- 
vides for $142 million in 
cash reserves in case of fur- 
ther revenue decreases, al- 
most three times the $51 
million called for in the 
House version. House lead- 
ers earlier in the session 
called for a $200 million to 
$250 million fund balance.

I'm glad I 
signed up for a disability 
insurance policy, and thank 
God it was not from AIG.

ferent college subjects. 

Good teachers are not 
paid with a high salary; in- 
stead, they are rewarded 
with making a difference in 
a student like achieving 
something good or impor- 
tant. I believe Caitlin will 
accomplish some fine things

Things 
like Our Town Theatre, the 
theater productions at the 
college, and the classical 
music festival funded by the 
Arts Council make our 
county an appealing desti- 
nation for tourists and any 
businesses that are consider- 
ing relocating here. 

For a long time, Garrett 
County was regarded by the 
rest of Maryland as the red- 
necked stepchild. I know 
when Little Joe and I won 
an important class at the 
State Fair in 1971, the an- 
nouncer said that it was a 
big surprise that we were 
from Garrett County. 

And our schools most of 
the time are at the top of the 
list of counties in school 
performance. There is no 
reason we should still be 
considered as “backwater,” 
because we have many tal- 
ented and accomplished 
people here,and we need to 
showcase them.

said. In 2005, the General 
Assembly voted to unify the 
state's early-care programs 
under the Maryland State 
Department of Education. 

The 2005 legislation cen- 
tralized policy making, she 
said. It was supported by a 
wide range of children's 
advocates, including Head 
Start, the state education 
department, child care pro- 
viders and the Maryland 
Business Roundtable. 

That cooperative ap- 
proach has Maryland kin- 
dergarten students showing 
positive progress. A recent 
Maryland report found that 
74 percent of children in the 
state were fully prepared for 
kindergarten, up 24 percent

"It provided the policies 
that allow us to ensure con- 
tinuity and to provide for 
connectedness between edu- 
Cation settings."

the opportunity to consider 
that through the whole lens 
of the system,” said Pizzi- 
gati, indicating the state 
board has already had con- 
versations about stimulus 
allocations.

Patients Urge 
Legalization Of 
Med. Marijuana

ANNAPOLIS - When a 
police officer asked her 
what she was doing behind 
a van in the park, Pamela 
Hughes told him the honest 
truth. 

"I said I was smoking a 
cannabis cigarette," she 
said. 

She presented the 
stunned policeman with a 
written recommendation 
from her doctor and a copy 
of Maryland's "Com- 
passionate Use Act," which 
reduces the penalties for 
possession of medical mari- 
juana. 

"I honestly thought that I 
wasn't breaking the law," 
Hughes said. 

Rather than take her 
word for it, the officer called 
for backup that included a 
canine unit, she said. 

Hughes ended up spend- 
ing several hours in jail. She 
Yought the charges and won, 
but only after a lot of time, 
stress and money - three 
things that her fibromyalgia, 
a chronic condition charac- 
terized by widespread pain 
and fatigue, and a reoccur- 
rence of stage IV cancer 
were already monopolizing. 

Hughes and several other 
patients told the House Ju- 
diciary Committee last 
week that while Maryland's 
Compassionate Use Act 
was a step forward for its 
time, the law merely pro- 
vides them with a false 
sense of security.

The patients testified on 
behalf of a bill that would 
establish a task force to 
evaluate the effectiveness 
and fairness of the current 
law and consider whether 
medical marijuana should 
become legal in the state. 
They said medical mari- 
juana provides relief for 
certain ailments in ways no 
other medication can repli- 
cate. 

No one testified against 
the bill, and a vote on the 
legislation has not been 
scheduled. 

Medical marijuana has 
been legalized in 13 states, 
including California, 
Maine, Rhode Island and 
Vermont. U.S. Attorney 
General Eric Holder said 
recently that federal law 
enforcement will no longer 
target providers that are 
Operating within state law, a 
major departure from the 
Bush administration's 
stance on the issue. 

The Darry! Putnam 
Compassionate Use Act, 
passed by the General As- 
sembly in 2003, was a com- 
promise between those ad- 
vocating the legalization of 
medical marijuana and 
those against such a move. 

The act is named after 
Putnam, a former Green 
Beret and Howard County 
Farm Bureau director who 
advocated for the legaliza- 
ticn of medical marijuana. 
He died of cancer in 1999. 

The Compassionate Use 
Act 1educed the penalties 
for marijuana possession to 
a maximum $100 fine, pro- 
vided a patient has a recom- 
mendation from a medical 
doctor. However, patients 
still have to buy their 
“medicine” on the street and 
face the health and legal 
risks inherent in doing so. 

Those with drug offenses 
on their records could also 
face eviction from  subsi- 
dized housing. 

John McCarthy, an 
AIDS activist who has been 
HIV-positive for 18 years, 
said that medical marijuana 
has allowed him to reduce 
his pill intake from 45 to 13 
pills a day. Most of those 
pills had been prescribed 
merely to alleviate the side 
effects of other pills, which 
include vomiting, head- 
aches and neuropathy, a 
condition "where the nerve 
endings burn." 

McCarthy, who lives in 
subsidized housing, said a 
drug conviction under the 
present law could cause 
someone to be evicted from 
public housing no matter 
how old they were or what 
their condition was. 

Eric Sterling, a Chevy 
Chase lawyer and president 
of the Criminal Justice Pol- 
icy Foundation, said the 
law needs to be revised. 

"It's really barbaric to 
think that we would prose- 
cute sick people," he said. 
“These (cases) should never 
go to court." 

The American College of 
Physicians, which calls itself 
the “largest medical- 
specialty organization and 
second-largest physician 
group in the United States," 
has endorsed the use of non- 
smoked marijuana in cases 
where it has been proven to 
have therapeutic value. 

A 2008 policy paper said 
the organization "strongly 
urges protection from crimi- 
nal or civil penalties for pa- 
tients who use medical 
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Marijuana as permitted un- 
der state laws." It advocated 
further research on the issue 
and said that "the science 
on medical marijuana 
should not be obscured or 
hindered by the debate sur- 
rounding the legalization of 
marijuana for general use.” 
Americans for Safe Ac- 
cess, a group that advances 
legalizing mariuana for 
therapeutics and research, 


something that's against 
federal law?" he said. "That 
really is the bottom line." 
Delegate Henry Heller, 
D-Montgomery, the spon- 
sor of the bill, said the task 
force would also consider 
establishing research pro- 
grams at Johns Hopkins 
University and the Univer- 
sity of Maryland medical 
schools. He said this would 
not only allow further re- 


search on medical mari- 
juana, but also help provide 
a safe product. 

As the law stands, Heller 
said glaucoma and cancer 
patients at Leisure World, a 
retirement community in 
Silver Spring where he lives 
and represents, have to buy 
their marijuana on the 
street. 

"It's not the safest way to 
buy medicine," he said. 


and brought many of the 
witnesses together in Anna- 
polis last week, was careful 
to clarify its intentions. 

Caren Woodson, director 
of government affairs for 
the group, said the goal was 
to have safe and legal access 
to medical marijuana for 
patients and researchers -- 
“and that's it."

Jerrod Menz, president 
of A_ Better Tomorrow 
Treatment Center Inc., a 
drug and alcohol rehabilita- 
tion center in Miurrieta, 
Calif, said some young 
people in his state are faking 
back pain and other hard-to- 
prove ailments in order to 
legally obtain marijuana. 
He said a client in his early 
20s recently admitted telling 
his doctor he was suffering 
from foot pain, which 
helped him obtain a medical 
marijuana card after a five- 
minute examination. 

Meuz said doctors need 
to use more care in their 
examinations to better pre- 
vent people from abusing 
the intent of medical mari- 
juana laws. He said that 
some problems could be 
prevented by having the 
federal government regulate 
medical marijuana like any 
other drug, although he did 
not endorse such a move.

Jesse Broadwater Wins Goid,

Management ol Epilepsy with Drugs 

An individual with epilepsy experiences abnormal electrical 
signals in the brain. The condition is diagnosed after at least 2 
unprovoked seizures have occurred. Seizures are generally 
characterized by a temporary change in consciousness, motor 
activity, or behavior Children and individuals over 65 years of age 
are most likely to be diagnosed with this condition. Those who 
expenence only one seizure are not considered to be epileptic. 
Although genetics may play a role in the development of epilepsy, 
triggers such as a traumatic accident or stroke may also 
contribute to the development of this condition. The cause in 


many individuals is unknown. 


Anti-epileptic medications are available to either completely 
eliminate seizures or to reduce their frequency and severity. The 
specific medication chosen depends on many factors. including 
age, and the type and severity of epilepsy. Valproic acid, 
carbamazepine and phenytoin are different types of antiepileptic 
drugs that may be prescnbed. Carbamazepine and phenytoin 
decrease seizures by inhibiting the body's voltage-gated sodium 
charinels. Valproic acid decreases seizures by increasing gamma 
aminobutyric acid, an inhibitory neurotransmitter It also may 


affect potassium channels.

APRIL SUN - In early April, the sun rises in Oakland 
about 7 a.m. and sets about 7:40 p.m. In the first few 
weeks of April, the sun is in the star group Pisces, entering 
Aries in the late afternoon of April 18. The sun will stay 
in Aries for the rest of April, moving into Taurus on May 
13. (These dates are not the astrological dates, but the 
actual dates when the sun crosses the boundaries of these 
zodiac groups. When the sun is in a zodiac group, this 
group will be swallowed in the sun's glare. Also, the dim- 
mer stars of the surrounding zodiac groups will be lost in 
the twilight. So through most of April, the star group Ar- 
ies will be invisible and the fainter stars of Taurus and 
Pisces won't pierce the twilight.) As April draws to a 
close, Oakland and surroundings will have sunrises about 
6:20 a.m. and sunsets about 8:10 p.m. So Oakland's daily 
ration of sunlight in April grows from 12.7 to 13.8 hours. 

APRIL MOON - As April opens, the moon appears 
half full in the evening sky. This is the best lighted shape 
to view the moon's craters with binoculars or a telescope. 
Along the moon's left (straight) edge, the sun is rising over 
the lunar plains, first catching the raised crater rims and 
mountain peaks. On April 6, the moon will appear below 
the planet Saturn. The moon grows to full on the evening 
of April 9, appearing near the bright star Spica of Virgo. 
This first full moon of spring triggers Easter to fall on the 
next Sunday, April 12. After April 13, the moon will be 
rising after midnight and is best seen at dawn. The moon 
will appear near the bright planet Jupiter in the southeast- 
em dawn on April 19. On April 22, the crescent moon 
will appear close to the brilliant planet Venus in the 5:45 
a.m. eastern dawn. Below the moon-Venus pair then is 
the dull planet Mars. On April 24, the moon swings from 
the morning to the evening side of the sun. On Aprii 26, a 
very slender crescent moon can be seen to the left of the 7 
Sisters star cluster low in the 8:50 p.m. western dusk. Just 
below the moon-star cluster pair at that time is the planet 
Mercury. 

APRIL PLANETS - In April, the brilliant planet Ve- 
nus blossoms low in the eastern dawn as its rising time 
ahead of the sun grows from 45 to 90 minutes. To the 
right of Venus is the very bright planet Jupiter. (Both plan- 
ets appear as steadily shining points, not twinkling as the 
night stars.) The much dimmer planet Mars appears be- 
low Venus in late April. Mars appears faint because we 
are viewing it on the far side of its orbit. In the evening 
sky, the planet Saturn is well placed for telescope views of 
its rings. Saturn is now in Leo, below and to the left of 
Leo's sickle. A telescope magnifying as little as 30 times 
will begin to show the rings; 50 power is better for a 
clearer view. In mid April, the planet Mercury creeps up-

higher and setting more than 90 minutes after the sun. 


APRIL STARS - On April evenings, the Big Dipper 
appears high in the north and upside down. Extend the 
Dipper's handle rightward to the bright golden star Arctu- 
rus. Further along this same arc is the white-blue star 
Spica. High in the south is Leo, the Lion whose western 
stars resemble a starry sickle with the handle below and 
the curved blade to the left. Low in the southwest are 
what remains of the bright winter stars. In the early eve- 
ning, you can spot Orion with his three-star belt. The belt 
points leftward to Sirius, the night's brightest star. The belt 
points rightward to the bright star marking the Bull's eye 
and the 7 Sisters star cluster.

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INTERNAL PAIN AND BAROMETRIC PRESSURE 

Q. I had a nasty knee injury skiing last year, and am won- 
dering why when the weather is about to change my knee 
hurts more than at other times? Does it have to do with baro- 
metric pressure? Moisture? 

A. This condition affects a lot of people, and has been 
a puzzle for a long time. Far from being just an "old 
wives' tale," even the ancient Greeks noticed the phe- 
nomenon. People with arthritic joints, those with old inju- 
ries that aren't perfectly healed, and various other nui- 
sance afflictions, sometimes experience pain that serves as 
an excellent weather predictor. 

The key element is changing barometric pressure. The 
occasion on which that is most likely to be noticed is 
when the pressure drops before a new weather front or 
rainstorm is coming. That's the time when the pressure is 
changing fastest. Later on, when the storm has passed and 
the weather starts to clear up and improve, the pressure 
changes again, but it usually does so more gradually, and 
hence is less noticeable. 

The possible role of moisture in the air is really vague. 
There is no plausible mechanism that links external hu- 
midity with conditions deep inside your body. Generally, 
doctors think that because changing weather is usually 
accompanied by changing humidity, patients just blend 
the two together in their descriptions of symptoms. 

The medical profession doesn't have any perfect expla- 
nation that covers all cases. Most of the formal medical 
literature reporting on studies about this tend to be incon- 
clusive, because psychological factors clutter up the state- 
ments by patients — doctors aren't sure the patient's mem- 
ory isn't influenced by the outcome of weather days later. 
So the conclusions drawn are always very tentative, hedg- 
ing for uncontrolled effects. 

Non-medical reporting doesn't have to be so cautious. 
There are many web sites that discuss the entire matter: 
USAToday, Yahoo, and many more. One of them, 
www.SixWise.com, quotes meteorologist Kevin Robin- 
son, who can currently be seen on the Weather Channel 
every morning: "When people feel pain during a weather 
change, it is often not precipitation or humidity causing 
the problem, but changing barometric pressure. As storms 
approach, barometric pressure — the weight exerted by air 
— falls, resulting in many people experiencing an increase 
in aches and pains. A decline in barometric pressure may 
make inflamed joints swell, which in theory could stretch 
the thin tissue lining the capsule surrounding a joint.” 

The same web site reports on a study of 1,833 people 
with rheumatoid arthritis (RA). The doctors looked at the 
number of swollen, tender joints in the patients, and they 
measured inflammation. The plausible conclusion seems 
to be that where there is inflammation, there will likely 
also be swelling or similar sensitivity to changing baro- 
metric pressure. 

Other studies note that while nerve endings may be 
exceptionally sensitive in inflamed areas, you won't actu- 
ally feel the pain until nerve signals reach receptors in 
your brain, and those receptors are often located near 
your inner ear. Of course, the ears are the part of the body 
most sensitive to changing pressure. Could there be some 
interference effect? Nobody knows. 

Many people, upon first feeling pain, will reach for 
aspirin, ibuprofen, or similar pills (sold under lots of 
brand names); and soon the pain subsides - because the 
inflammation is reduced. What doctors have not yet put 
together is a controlled clinical trial in which a large num- 
ber of people feel joint pain, don’t take any pills, but tough 
it through; and meanwhile copy down data on the chang- 
ing barometric pressure, as well as commenting accurately 
on how bad the joint or injury feels. 

I can't blame you if you don't volunteer to be the first 
in such a medical study. But if the condition goes away, 
that's a good sign that internal inflammation from your 
injury has finally healed.

Climate Exchange 
Group Approves 
Red Rock Project 


The Chicago Climate 
Exchange (CCX) Forestry 
Committee has approved 
Red Rock Enterprises’ first 
forest carbon project, which 
includes a new remote aerial 
survey inventory methodol- 
ogy. The effort was present- 
ed by the National Carbon 
Offset Coalition and Team 
Terresense — Red Rock, Ter- 
resense Inc., and Zimmer- 
man Associates Inc. 

Located in Friendsville, 
Red Rock Enterprises LLC 
provides a full range of for- 
estry service through sub- 
sidiaries Mid Atlantic Tim- 
berland Group and Pennco 
International Inc. Services 
include forest land manage- 
ment, forest carbon projects, 
offset trading, and titnber 
exports to global markets. 

For the forest carbon 
project, Red Rock provided 
management by introduc- 
ing an aerial survey with 
advanced sensors. 

The approved methodolo- 
gy for the project is based on 
the combination of an aerial 
inventory method flown by 
Sunshine Air, a subcontrac- 
tor for Terresense Inc. The 
methodology was designed 
by Terresense for forest bio- 
mass and carbon inventory 
and the Forest Vegetation 
Simulator model for growth 
modeling. 

Red Rock implements 
a 10-step forest carbon se- 
questration project model 
that assists the forest owner 
through the complex CCX 
submission process. 

“The process starts and 
ends with the forest owner’s 
vision and desires for long- 
term management and rev- 
enue generation,” said Frank 
Stark of Red Rock. 

Additional steps include 
developing a workable man- 
agement plan, forest certifi- 
cation, forest inventory, proj- 
ect submission, verification, 
and offset trading. 

“Careful consideration is 
given to project costs,” Stark 
said. “One of the largest 
Project expenses is reduced 
by using the aerial survey 
inventory and makes carbon 
projects more affordable to 
forestland owners.” 

The approved aerial in- 
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ventory method developed 
by Terresense uses a sensor 
Suite that includes a radar 
instrument, a hyperspectral 
camera, a profiling laser, 
and a video camera to col- 
lect forest inventory data 
from an airplane at 1,000 
feet above ground level. 

“The inventory covers 
100 percent of the area be- 
ing evaluated and fuses the 
data from all the sensors 
for an unprecedented level 
of accuracy, flexibility, and 
efficacy,” Stark said. “With 
the Terrasense sensor suite, 
the measurements of bio- 
mass, tree height, and can- 
opy closure are very fast, at 
30 square miles per day, and 
more accurate and reproduc- 
ible since 100 percent of the 
forest is sampled with direct 
measurements.” 

The aerial inventory is 
supported by a targeted 
ground cruise that provides 
data validation, species de- 
lineation, stratification in- 
formation, and modeling 
input data for growth and 
multi-year predictions.

Preliminary Work 
0On’10 Census To 
Kick Off Monday

It may be a year before the 
2010 census, but Maryland 
residents should start seeing 
preliminary work happening 
in their neighborhoods in as 
little as two weeks. 

The first public prepa- 
ration for the 2010 census 
kicks off April 6, with census 
workers hitting the streets to 
update a comprehensive da- 
tabase of residential Mary- 
land addresses. 

Of the three Maryland 
census offices, only two, 
Largo and Frederick, will 
begin address canvassing 
on that date. The Baltimore 
office should get started by 
mid-April. 

Start dates in Maryland 
differ because of the offices’ 
varying progress in hiring 
and training staff, said Mon- 
ica Davis, media specialist 
with the Philadelphia Re- 
gional Census Center. 

Maryland census offices 
have reached their hiring 
goals for address canvass- 
ing, according to Davis, and 
are now contacting people 
to begin a required five-day 
training course. 

“Each office requires 
about 500 to 600 employ- 
ees, about 1,500 total, just 
for the address canvassing 
operation,” Davis said. “It’s 
the largest census operation 
we have in 2009.”

Nationwide, the address 
verification project will em- 
ploy 140,000 census workers 
to check about 145 million 
home addresses. 

Census officials say this 
phase should require little 
contact between residents 
and census workers. 

“Their purpose is to 
go street to street to iden- 
tify where people live,” said 
census media specialist Bill 
Reed. “They’re confirming 
that a building is a house 
and not something else, like 
a shop. They only time that 
they’ll knock on the door 

.. is if the building is listed 
as something other than a 
residence.” 

Census workers might 
also contact residents to 
ask if there are other living 
quarters on a property, Reed 
said. 

The census workers, or 
“address listers,” as they're 
being called for this task, 
will carry handheld com- 
puters to update an address 
database that will later be 
used for mailing the actual 
census forms. 

The computers also al- 
low census workers to enter 
exact GPS coordinates for 
each structure. It’s a critical 
feature to improve census 
data accuracy for things like 
political redistricting, said 
Stephen Buckner, census 
spokesman. 

“Although the 2000 cen- 
sus was heralded as the most 
accurate census ever, there 
were still some ‘geocoding 
errors’ — homes coded to the 
wrong jurisdiction,” Buckner 
said. “In-stead of putting a 
pencil point on a map to try 
to accurately reflect where 
a house is, now we’re using 
satellite-based technology.” 

This is the first time cen- 
sus workers will use hand- 
held computers. While the 
technology should increase 
the ease and accuracy of 
data gathering, there’s al- 
ways the chance of unfore- 
seen glitches, Reed said. 

Address listers undergo 
a five-day training that in- 
cludes instruction on using 
the equipment to minimize 
problems. 

But Maryland also faces 
other difficulties, such as 
its high rate of home fore- 
closures, which complicate 
census-taking efforts.

The address-canvassing 
phase is expected to wrap up 
in July, followed by “group 
quarters validation,” when 


census workers verify who’s 
living in places like college 
dorms, prisons, and hospi- 
tals. Census forms will be 


mailed in March 2010, and 
Census Day, when workers 
go around collecting the 
data, is April 1, 2010.

Arginine Supplements and Obesity 


Most individuals’s bodies can make the 
necessary amount of the ammino acid called 
arginine. However, sometimes, supplementation 
with that nutrient is required. People with severe 


burns, malnutrition, severe 


infections sometimes 


may need extra arginine. Symptoms of deficiency 
may include rash, slow wound healing, constipation, 
and hair loss. The body requires arginine to create 
urea, a substance which eliminates toxic ammonia 
from the body. Arginine is also involved in the 
elimination of creatinine, a byproduct of muscle 


breakdown. 


One recent study evaluated the effect of 
arginine supplementation on the fat mass of obese 
laboratory animals. Obese animals were fed low and 
high fat diets. They were also given arginine 
supplementation for 12 weeks. The study revealed 
that the arginine supplementation reduced the body 
fat gained during the study period by over 60% in 
both diet groups. It is not known yet if arginine has 
any effect on fat mass in humans. Studies to 
evaluate arginine supplementation in obese children 
and adults are being planned.

Give Drink to the Thirsty 


This corporal work of mercy, might at first glace, seem 
odd, but there are literally billions of people without 
enough clean water to drink. While we might not think of 
it as a problem in the United States, the problem of not 
having enough potable (i.e., drinkable) water in the 
developing world is a very serious concern. There are 
still many places in the world where water is a significant 


source of disease, 
such as cholera, 
typhus and diarrheal 
illness, and where 
access to sanitary 
plumbing and clean 
water is literally a 
pipe dream, since 
they lack the 
plumbing and 
Sanitation infrastruc- 
ture we take for 
granted in the 
developed world. 
Ironically, the 
municipal water in 
every American city 


and town is healthy to drink, and yet we drink literally 
billions of gallons of bottled water each year. This 
bottled water costs roughly a thousand times more than 
the water coming out of the tap. By simply drinking tap 
water instead of bottled water, and then donating the 
money saved to charities that help with water relief, we 
could make a significant difference. Charitable organi- 
zations which address this issue in developing coun- 
tries often start by providing poor villages with pumps or 
chlorinators. A $265 chlorinator can produce enough 
clean water for 10,000 people, making a huge differ- 
ence in the quality of life for residents of a poor village. 
We should study and reflect on the problem of potable 
water throughout the world, and then do something 
concrete to give clean water to those in need.

Drought Watch 
Real Possibility 
For Maryland

Maryland could be put 
on a drought watch if April 
doesn't bring lots of show- 
ers. 

This year, Maryland is 
behind in precipitation, with 
deficits of a little more than 
.75 inch for the month of 
March - less than .50 inch 
in Hagerstown — and near- 
ly 6 inches for the year to 
date, according to National 
Weather Service data from 
BWI-Marshall Airport. 

If conditions continue, 
“we're likely to issue a (mod- 
erate drought) watch,” said 
Deputy Secretary Robert 
Summers of the Maryland 
Department of Environ- 
ment’s Drought Watch. 

Maryland has received 
half of its normal rainfall 
this year, said Dan Soeder, 
hydrologist for U.S. Geo- 
logical Survey in Baltimore. 
That rainfall amount is 
considered abnormally dry, 
a step below a moderate 
drought when a drought 
watch would be issued. And 
if conditions persist, he said, 
a deeper drought could lie 
ahead. 

“We were fairly normal 
through the winter up until 
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January,” said Soeder. A 
drought now, is “a bit of a 
concern ... The water that 
we get this time of year is 
what sees us through the 
summer.” 

Up near the Mason- 
Dixon Line, groundwater 
levels are more or less nor 
mal, Soeder said. But in 
southern Maryland, where 
they never recovered from 
the 2002 drought, levels are 
very low. 

In 2002, it did not rain 
through the summer. 

“Tt was a lot drier in 2002 
than it is right now,” Sum- 
mers said. 

Maryland’s 2002 drought 
was preceded by a drought 
in 1999 and average or be- 
low-average rainfall in 2000 
and 2001, said Summers. 
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The state was in need of 


more than 18 inches of rain 
at BWI by the end of Au- 
gust of 2002, according to 
the Maryland State Clima- 
tology Office. 

That drought was mod- 
erately severe, said Soeder, 
and was not quenched un 
til a hurricane in October 
brought in almost three 
inches of rain, as reported 
by the National Weather 
Service. 

“The timing was bad. It 
started in the winter and 
went through the spring,” 
similar to conditions now, 
said Soeder. 

In 2002, the drought was 
so severe that water restric- 
tions were in place for most 
of the year, according to 
the National Climatic Data

It was dubbed a drought 
“like we've never seen” in an 
article from the Baltimore 
Sun at the time. Maryland- 
ers were banned from wash- 
ing their cars or watering 
their lawns with sprinklers, 
and they had to boil water to 
ensure drinkability in many 
areas. Farmers watched their 
crops turn to dust. 

“We had to stop irrigating 
the playing fields,” said John 
Terrell, deputy director of 
recreation, parks, and tour- 
ism in Wicomico County. 
He recalled the “bald spots” 
from where players would 
stand on the field and the 
lack of “lush” turf. 

It was so dry fires erupt- 
ed in tinder-like woodlands, 
the Sun said. 

In some communities, the 
climatic center said, water 
was hauled in to meet wa- 
ter supply needs, as many 
reservoirs reached very low 
levels. 

There are three types 
of droughts: meteorologi- 
cal, when there is a rainfall 
deficit; hydrological, when 
groundwater and stream 
flow levels are only 10 per- 
cent of normal; and agricul- 
tural, when a lack of water 
supply affects vegetation 
growth. 

In 2002 the state experi- 
enced all three. So far, Mary- 
land is in meteorological 
and hydrological droughts, 
but could see an agricultural 
drought with a few more dry 
weeks, said Soder. 

In winter and early spring, 
when vegetation is dormant, 
groundwater supplies tend to 
“recharge” and most of the 
water precipitated soaks into 
the ground, said Soeder. 

Low groundwater levels,

which peaked in February 
and continued to drop, have 
translated into low stream 
levels and dry soil, which 
can impede gardening and 
farming. 

“We're looking at rela- 
tively low stream flow condi- 
tions and groundwater,” said 
Soeder. “The streams are 
dropping when they should 
be rising.” 

But it’s not time to start 
boiling water just yet. 

“It’s way too early to 
push the panic button on 
this,” Soeder said. “But it’s 
certainly something we want 
to keep an eye on.”

MSDE plans to complete 
this phase of its ongoing 
data project by the end of 
March 2014. The depart- 
ment began working on the 
initial components of this 
statewide data system in 
2006, using a three-year, $8 
million federal grant that 
helped the state create a 
unique student identifica- 
tion number that is now 
being used with all students 
statewide. 

The new grant will allow 
the state to build on its 
foundation work on the 
data system to create a fully 
operational data warehouse 
that will hold the student 
data and permit the longitu- 
dinal analysis of education 
programs over many years. 

According to the MSDE, 
the grant will provide the 
ability for the state to better 
monitor individual student 
and subgroup achievement, 
which will help educators to 
ensure progress. It allows 
for a centralized educational 
record for each student, 
which can assist schools in 
meeting the individual 
needs of transfers from one 
system to another. States 
with such statewide data 
systems are better able to 
assure that transfer students 
receive appropriate instruc- 
tion in their new schools 
because educators have 
quicker access to more com- 
plete student records from 
their sending schools.

Revenue Election 
(ACRE) Program, accord- 
ing to Michael R. Kozier, 
executive director of 
USDA's Farm _ Service 
Agency in Garrett and Alle- 
gany counties. This action 
extends the sign-up deadline 
by 10 weeks to give produc- 
ers ample time to decide 
whether to participate in 
ACRE or remain in DCP. , 

"Extending the sign-up 
deadline for both these'pro- 
grams ensures that Amer- 
ica's farmers have enough 
information and time 
needed to determine if 
ACRE is the right program 
for their operational needs," 
said Kozier. "The DCP and 
ACRE programs play a 
critical role in the farm 
safety net, and it is vital that 
we act to support the hard 
work of the farmers we de- 
pend on." 

Sign-up for ACRE is ex- 
pected to start in late April, 
with an official sign-up an- 
nouncement to be made in 
the coming weeks. Produc-

"The original June | 
deadline may have forced 
producers to rush their deci- 
sion, which is why this ex- 
tension gives producers 
more time to make an in- 
formed decision about stay- 
ing with DCP for 2009 or 
participating in ACRE for 
crop year 2009 and beyond 
through 2012," Kozier said. 

The ACRE program, 
authorized by the 2008 
Farm Bill, provides eligible 
producers a state-level reve- 
nue guarantee, based on the 
five-year state Olympic av- 
erage yield and the two-year 
national average price. 
ACRE payments are made 
when both state and farm- 
level triggers are met. By 
participating in ACRE, pro- 
ducers elect to forgo 
counter-cyclical payments 
and receive a 20 percent 
reduction in direct pay- 
ments and a 30 percent re- 
duction in loan rates. 

The decision to elect 
ACRE binds the farm to the 
program through the 2012 
crop year, the last crop year 
covered by the 2008 Act.

47 Marijuana 
Plants Found At

and Mineral (W.Va.) coun- 
ties].” 

“Donors can be very spe- 
cific about how they wish 
their contributions to be 
used,” said Trish Yoder, ex- 
ecutive director of the CTF 
board of trustees. “Or they 
can choose to be very gener- 
al about their intentions. We 
leave it up to the donor.” 

Serving on the board from 
Garrett County are Shane 
Grady, who is the vice presi- 
dent of the CTF; William B, 
Grant; and Commissioner 
Ernie Gregg. The volun- 
teer board, which involves 
about 13 others, meets once 
a month, or more often de- 
pending on what projects are 
under way. The members are 
all contributors to the CTF 
as well. 

“We have just a terrific 
board,” Yoder said. “They 
honestly provide a true face 
of the entire community.” 

While many of the young 
Organization’s efforts have 


* come'to fruition:‘in*Allegany 


County, the CTF recently 
funded a project in Garrett 
County that Grady is par- 
ticularly happy about. 

“Imagination Library is 
a program created by Dolly 
Parton to inspire reading at 
an early age,” Grady said. 
“The CTF wished to address 
literacy in Garrett County, 
and now, through the Imagi- 
nation Library and Landon’s 
Library, we are sponsoring 
40 children in the program. 
Each of these local kids re- 
ceives one new book per 
month. The first one was 
mailed out in January. The 
cost is about $30 per child 
per year.” 

Grady has a soft spot 
for the project, as he is a 
father and is also on the 
staff at Brian Boal’s CPA 
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office. Boal is the founder, 
along with his wife Crystal 
Roberson-Boal, of Land- 
on’s Library. To become an 
Imagination Library, the 
CTF had to meet a range of 
specifications, which was 
accomplished. 

“We were just really hap- 
py to be able to fund this 
project. It’s a perfect model 
for the CTF,” Grady said. 

CTF representatives were 
special guests at the Land- 
on’s Library March play- 
date. The organization will 
continue to fund the reading 
program, and hopes to see 
It grow. 

A question many people 
may have regardinz the CTF 
concerns its difference from 
the United Way, which also 
collects donations to then

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be distributed through a 
variety of grants. Yoder ex- 
plained that the United Way 
is chiefly geared toward hu- 
man services, while the CTF 
has a much broader granting 
plan. 

“It’s important to note 
that we work very close- 
ly with the United Way,” 
Yoder said. “We certainly 
never want to duplicate or 
compromise any of that 
Organization’s important 
work, and we work very 
hard not to.” 

Indeed the CTF and 
United Way do function as 
a team of sorts, as Yoder 
serves on the UW board, 
partly in order to keep the 
two entities “on the same 
page.” She explained that 
UW is currently workjng 


on a needs assessment for 
the area. 

“We will be informed of 
the results of that survey, 
and will be very careful not 
to duplicate services,” she 
said. 

Grant explained that 
the genesis of the CTF oc- 
curred a number of years 
ago, sparked by the Greater 
Cumberland Committee. 
Robert Little Ebert was 
the founding donor (now 
serving as a trustee on the 
board). He created a num- 
ber of funds initially, with 
his hope of “ending pov- 
erty one family at a time” 
in Allegany County. Soon 
the board of trustees was 
formed, with Dr. Halmos as 
the first president. 

The Tri-County Coun- 
cil got involved early on as 
well, for which Yoder serves 
as a staff person. The orga- 
nization is based at Frost- 
burg State University. 

The CTF manages basi- 
cally two types of funds: 
Endowments, permanent 
funds for which the prin- 
cipal is not invaded and 


the interest is awarded to 
charitable organizations; 
and “Pass Through” funds, 
which is a total amount do- 
nated for a specific project. 
Currently the organization 
has $600,000 in assets. 

The total funds distrib- 
uted through grants from 
2007 to 2008 was $50,569. 
This money was used for a 
wide variety of allocations 
involving the arts, educa- 
tion, family therapy proj- 
ects, and others. 

The mission of the CTF 
is to strengthen the region 
by working in partnership 
with donors and community 
groups to build philanthrop- 
ic resources, connect donors 
to Organizations they care 
about, make effective grants 
that truly meet specific 
needs, and provide leader- 
ship to address community 
issues. 

“We are excited about 
the potential of our foun- 
dation and the positive im- 
pact it will have on Garrett 
County,” Grady said. 

Grant noted that all do- 
nated funds are very safe, 
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and that the board utilizes 
a number of asset managers 
to best invest the contribu- 
tions. 

“And we are dedicated 
to making sure all donors’ 
wishes are carried out,” 
Grady said. 

The CTF has developed 
a web site that explains the 
foundation in full, offers a 
variety of avenues for pro- 
spective donors, and gives 
directions on how to apply 
for grants. The site is located 
at www.CTFinc.org.

One of the so-call “sin” taxes that took a big jump 
on Apnil Fool's Day was the tax on cigarettes. A 
couple of letters to the editor written by disgruntled 
smokers have appeared on this page since then. 

While smokers probably deserve some level of 
sympathy because of their addiction to nicotine, 
there is also an element of fairness here. Because 
there are sO many serious illnesses that are a direct 
result of the use of tobacco products, it seems that 
the persons who partake of them should be held re- 
sponsible for bearing the burden of paying for their 
extra health care that is virtually inevitable. If every- 
one who smokes or chews tobacco would stop the 
habit today, there is no question that the cases of 
heart disease, lung cancer, stroke, and a host of other 
illnesses and conditions would decrease dramatically 
in a relatively short time. With that we would - or 
should - see a drop in our health care insurance pre- 
miums. Everyone, including non-smokers, are now 
having to share in the enormous cost of treating ail- 
ing smokers, and frankly, that's not fair. 

But there seems to be another positive aspect of 
this tax increase that was perhaps unexpected. Ac- 
cording to the American Lung Association and other 
similar agencies, in direct relationship with the tax 
increase there was a corresponding spike in the num- 
ber of inquiries by smokers wanting assistance in 
vreaking the habit. Apparently there have been simi- 
lar occurrences with previous tax increases and price 
hikes on tobacco products, but because of our cur- 
rent negative economic situation, many smokers 
have decided that they simply cannot afford to con- 


tinue using. 


So this could turn out to bea win-win situation 
for all of us. The additional income generated by the 
tax hike can be used (we hope) to help cut insurance 
costs, cover the expense of additional research, and 
better fund smoking cessation programs. And smok- 
ers will ultimately win if the increase forces them to 
become non-smokers, thereby restoring their health 
.and extending their lifespans.

region's heritage. The poetic 
eloquence with which some 
write, engaging and pro- 
vocative, fascinates the 
reader.:AsH should aspire to 
put words to~a page with 
equal mastery. 

Clearly, as is the case in 
all tough matters, each side 
tries to convince the other 
of merits. Each wishes to 
win, and presumably, to 
benefit the public at large. 

But what honor and hon- 
esty are found where the 
victory is sullied by reductio 
ad absurdum and doctrinal 
annihilation? When writers, 
and spokespeople, put forth 
such energy that it compels 
others to take the time to 
listen, to have heart for a 
particular point of view, 
they must also accept re- 
sponsibility when their 
words are taken out of con- 
text and twisted — made 
revisionary and _ tautologi- 
cal. 

While it is fanciful and 
delights the imagination, we 
cannot, with any scholarly 
merit, draw environmental 
parallels between the his- 
torical origin of the coal 
mining industry - boom and 
bust - and the wind turbine 
industry of today.

There is no tangible 
resemblance to the transac- 
tional impact -_ the

taken place in the 21st cen- 
tury between private land- 
owners and wind-industry 
representatives. 

Wind energy isn't in- 
tended to reduce green- 
house gas per se, but rather, 
is an alternative to those 
energy sources that have 
historically been the pri- 
mary producers of green- 
house gas emissions, big 
difference. Words matter. 

It is as if the forest is get- 
ting lost in the trees. 

The public has been 
made painfully aware - the 
road from Enron to AIG - 
that unchecked profit maxi- 
mization spur ethical dilem- 
mas - inciuding unadulter- 
ated greed. Tax shelters and 
taxpayer subsidies to free 
market endeavors create a 
too good deal for business; 
private win on the back of 
socialized loss. Nationally, 
and on the mountaintop, it 
isn't hard to point to a num- 
ber of strange juxtaposi- 
tions, the ttyst between 
money and policy. 

Nevertheless, as Ameri- 
cans, we continue to enjoy a 
certain level of liberty -- ap- 
plied here in the context of 
Berlin's notion of liberty

Man Sentenced 
In Campground 


Destruction Case 

A 20-year-old Ellicott 
City man was sentenced in 
Garrett County Circuit 
Court on Monday for of- 
fenses including burglary, 
theft, and malicious burning 
at a local campground. 

Kevin Robert Stricker 
was sentenced to three years 
in the Division of Correc- 
tions for a third degree bur- 
glary charge and to 30 days 
each, to run concurrently, 
for charges of destruction of 
property over $500 and of 
theft over $500. 

A one-year sentence, also 
to run concurrently, was 
imposed for a malicious 
burning offense. All of the 
sentence was then sus- 
pended, except for 30 days. 

Stricker, therefore, will 
spend a total of 30 days in 
the Garrett County Jail.

Upon his release, Stricker 
will be on probation with 
conditions that include the 
payment of restitution. 

"He is jointly and sever- 
ally responsible for payment 
of $17,288 of uninsured 
damages to the victims in 
all charges originally 
placed," said State's Attor- 
ney Lisa Thayer Welch. 

In February of last year, 
Garrett County — sheriffs 
deputies were notified by a 
nearby property owner that 
numerous campers and a 
storage building in an area 
known as the Wilderness 
Campground had been bur- 
glarized and one camper 
had been burned. 

A seven-month investiga- 
tion by Sgt. Clark Warnick 
of the Sheriff's Office and 
Deputy State Fire Marshal 
Ryan Chapman revealed 
that Stricker and a juvenile 
had been staying at a nearby 
residence over the Presi- 
dent's Day weekend and 
had committed the crimes. 

Both were reportedly 
drinking alcohol at the time. 

Stricker had pleaded 
guilty to the four crimes in 
January and his sentencing 
was postponed until a pre- 
sentence investigation re- 
port was completed for the 
Court. 

In other court proceed- 
ings, Ryan Scott Friend, 25, 
Friendsville, was sentenced 
to two years in the Division 
of Corrections for a charge 
of possession with intent to 
distribute marijuana. 

Judge Jim Sherbin then 
suspended all but 60 days of 
the sentence, which Friend 
had served in the Garrett 
County Jail since his plea 
was entered in the case in 
February. 

He was placed on proba- 
tion and fined $500. 

Friend was arrested and 
charged by officers with the 
Garrett County Narcotics 
Task Force who executed a 
search and seizure warrant 
at his residence last July. A 
large quantity of marijuana 
was located, according to 
the state's attorney. 

In an unrelated case, 
Amy Elaine Hedrick, 26, 
Oakland, admitted to violat- 
ing her probation. Sherbin 


then sentenced Hedrick to 
18 months in the Garrett 
County Jail. 

In April 2007, Hedrick 
was originally found guilty 
of burglary and public assis- 
tance fraud and sentenced 
to a total of seven years in 
the Division of Corrections. 

In June 2008, her sen- 
tence was revised and she 
was placed on probation, 
with the balance of the sen- 
tence suspended, and or- 
dered to complete a treat- 
ment program. 

Hedrick was later dis- 
charged from the program 
for violating rules of the 
program.

So these blocks 
not only improved my 
physical functioning, but 
also improved my relation- 
ship with my girls. I never 
enjoy being a burden to 
them. 


I called Gerry to thank 
him. Because Gerry was 
busy teaching at Frostburg, 
his wife Jackie and I 
touched bases occasionally, 
but after a long time we lost 
touch. We had a lot of 
catching up to do. 

When she said she had 
good news about their 
daughter Corey, I was more 
or less assuming that it was 
the usual good news about a 
wedding or a new baby, but 
it was not that kind of good 
news, not at all.

It is difficult to choose 
among my former students, 
but none of tiem made me 
as proud as Bittinger's own 
Terry Beitzel. I pushed hard 
to get him to speak up in 
class, because it was very 
clear that was an exception- 
ally bright boy with a lot to 
contribute to class discus- 
sions, and I thought it was 
that he build 
more confidence. | urged 
him to aim high, even as 
high as Harvard, where he 
earned his B.A. Then he 
stayed at Harvard to earn 
two PhDs at the same time! 

The work involved for 
just one PhD is massive. It 
is almost unbelievable that 
he could do two at the same 
time, in prilosophy and 
theology. Both fields of 
study undoubtedly required 
much writing. A lot of boys 
have a _ negative attitude 
toward bookish boys who 
are more comfortable in a 
classroom than on an ath- 
letic field. 

Another very bright stu- 
dent who is a good bit older 
than Corey and Terry was 
Crystal Shafter-Merrill, who 
grew up in Kitzmiller.

a different political be- 
liefs (she was very conserva- 
tive, and of course, every- 
one knows how very liberal 
i am), based on mutual re- 
spect, we developed a deep 
and long-lasting friendship. 

It's amazing to think of 
the wide variety of students 
I taught in my days at 
Garrett, from so many dif- 
ferent social, family, and 
educational backgrounds. 
I'm glad to hear that our 
national leader recognizes 
the important role of com- 
munity colleges. Some stu- 
dents get a shot at a techni- 
cal career in only two years, 
like nursing and other medi- 
cal-oriented fields. And 
many good, bright, well- 
prepared people get a head 
start on their bachelor's de- 
gree at a four-year college or 
university. 


And some from a poor 
educational background can 
get the basic skills in Eng- 
ish and math in community 
colleges’ developmental or 
remedial programs, giving 
them the possibility that 
they can go farther in col- 
lege. 

And for lower income 
families, sometimes it is the 
only option to send their 
kids to college. If they work 
hard and earn good grades, 
they can hopefully graduate 
from a community college 
with an associate's degree. 
There are many excellent 
scholarships reserved for 
transfers from community 
college to a four-year col- 
lege or university, and as 
shown bv the three students 
I talked at leneth about, it 
could even lead to graduate 
school and advanced de- 
grees. 

Many former students of 
mine tell me that they 
learned more at Garrett 
than at their four-year col- 


lege, perhaps because of the - 


level of individual attention 
given by the faculty. And in 
no way was it just more 
high school. My Meredith 
complained that it will be 
the same old students from 
high school in her class at 
Garrett. 

Even though there are a 
large number of local kids at 
Garrett, there are also stu- 
dents from all kinds of 
places and backgrounds. 
Garrett is now attended by 
many international _ stu- 
dents, especially from South 
America, and its excellent 
basketball team has some 
African players as well. 
Their performance is usu- 
ally very good, and it's good 
for kids from a single-race 
home community to know, 
make friends with, and 
share a classroom with a 
diverse student population. 
If all kids in America had a 
chance to know personally 
a member of a different eth- 
nic race, America would be 
a better place, a more toler- 
ant, open-minded place 
with less conflict and preju- 
dice, and with young people 
who are able to work with 
different kinds of people. 

My guess is that Bittinger 
has an above-average num- 
ber of adult residents, 
whether natives of Bittinger 
or not, with college degrees, 
especially post-graduate 
degrees, compared to most 
small, rural communities. 
We also have an unusual 
number of teachers in our 
population, from first grade 
to college levels. 

It appears that Bittinger 
values education. But 
don't doubt that many of 
our non-degree holders also 
value education. 

There are many reasons 
not to go to college, espe- 
cially among our older citi- 
zens. Of course, many 
young men served in the 
military. Even though my 
father would have been 
happy to get a chance to go 


“to college, even though he

Maryland Attempting To Stay On 
Top Of Teacher Shortage Trends

Maryland is prepared 
for the twin education trends 
of an aging teaching force 
and young teachers giving 
up the profession early, ac- 
cording to data from the 
National Commission on 
Teaching and America’s 
Future. 

The organization held a 
briefing Tuesday to release a 
report showing that half the 
nation’s teachers will reach 
retirement age in the next 
10 years. 

Add that to the 50 percent 
of new teachers who change 
careers in five years or less, 
and you have the makings 
of a teacher shortage, said 
commission president Tom 
Carroll. 

Maryland is a bit luckier. 
Teachers trained at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, Col- 
lege Park, stick with the 
profession more often, with

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retention rates closer to 70 
percent, said Donna Wise- 
man, dean of the College of 
Education. 

And its teaching force 
sits about mid-range age- 
wise, at an average age of 
44. Nearby West Virginia 
will see 68 percent of its 
teaching force retire in the 
next 10 years, a situation 
that may force the state to 
draw teachers away from 
Maryland. 

The poor economy could 
slow or stall the trend, 
Wiseman said, as fewer 
teachers retire and the sta- 
bility of the teaching profes- 
sion makes it a strong career 
choice. 

“Part of the answer will 
be using baby boomers in a 
real creative way when they 
decide to retire,” Wiseman 
said.

collect a pension, said depu- 
ty state superintendant John 
Smeallie. 

“Maryland, fortuitously, 
is maybe a little bit ahead of 
the curve on this,” Smeallie 
said. 

Bringing teachers back 
into the classroom after re- 
tirement requires flexibility 
in more than pension plans. 

“Seventy percent of 
teachers would be interested 
in staying if they were able 
to work in new education 
roles in phased or flexible 
retirement,” said Elizabeth 
Foster, director of strategic 
initiatives for the commis- 
sion. 

The commission advo- 
cates teaching teams that 
pair expertenced teach- 
ers with young educators, 
classroom coaches, parents, 
and industry partners. This 
format would allow the 
system to give semi-retired 
teachers more flexibility in 
teaching tasks and schedul- 
ing. 

Randi Weingarten, presi- 
dent of the American Fed- 
eration of Teachers, said 
the federation also likes 
learning teams, saying they 
can reduce teacher isolation 
and combine the excitement 
of new teachers with the sa- 
gacity of experienced teach- 
ers. 

Yet Weingarten has seen 
other teacher mentoring pro- 
grams come and go as they 
failed to achieve system- 
wide success. 

“Top-down accountabil- 
ity without having bottom- 
up reform and bottom-up 
buy-in never works,” Wein- 
garten said. 

Supporters tout the cost- 
savings of this model, as 
a team mixes high-cost 
teachers, part-time teach-

ers, and new-hire teachers 
with lower-paid school work- 
ers. Carroll said the team ap- 
proach can also reduce the 
costs of teacher turnover by 
improving working condi- 
tions. 

There is a downside to 
keeping teachers: higher 
sal-aries as more expe- 
rienced teachers begin to 
boost the overall wage scale, 
said Neil Bergsman, direc- 
tor at the Maryland Bud- 
get and Tax Policy Institute. 

Teams are an innovative 
and promising idea, he said, 
but the state may need more 
changes to pension eligibil- 
ity and benefits. 

If there is a point of agree- 
ment, it is that change is on 
the horizon of the teaching 
profession. 

“We have to stop thinking 
that students need to go to 
school in this little box, for 
this number of hours, for 
this number of years,” said 
Gene Wilhoit, president of 
the Council of Chief State 
School Officers, “That mod- 
el has to break down.” 

Carroll also sees innova- 
tion ahead. 

“We have a once-in-a- 
century Opportunity to re- 
invent the make-up of the 
educational system,” Car- 
roll said. “Let’s not just re- 
create the industrial model 
we've struggled with for 100 
years.”

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Steyer Family Now Into Second 
Century Of Making Maple Syrup 











MAKING MAPLE SYRUP all started for the Steyer 
family when John Wesley Steyer married Etta Grace 
Thompson near Gorman in February of 1909. Etta’s 
family had been In the industry for many years prior to 
that, however, tapping the sugar maple trees on the same 
land that is now owned by the Steyer family. In fact, many 
of the same trees that the Thompsons tapped are still 


producing today.

It is a small percentage of 
businesses that last for 100 
years, and only a handful 
of those last that long under 
the ownership of the same 
family. 

The Steyer Brothers 
Farm, which produces ma- 
ple syrup and maple sugar 
candy, officially joined the 
ranks of this elite group this 
year. 

The Steyer farm, which is 
located along Rt. 560 near 
Gorman, is one of only 16 
remaining licensed produc- 
ers of maple products in 
the state. The Steyers just 
recently concluded another 
successful harvest of the 
prized sugar water, of which 
40 to 50 gallons are needed 
to produce but one gallon of 
pure maple syrup. 

The word “officially” was 
used above i1 the second 
paragraph because maple 
syrup was actually produced 
on that same farmland 
and from those same trees 
— some as old as 300 years 
— for much longer than the 
past century. However, it 
was on February 24, 1909, 
that John Wesley Steyer 
marned Etta Grace Thomp- 


first became involved in the 
business, but Etta’s family 
had produced maple prod- 
ucts there for many decades 
prior. 

Thus the maple prod- 
ucts industry is possibly the 
oldest in Garrett County, 
as even Native Americans 
were apparently familiar 
with the processes of sap 
concentration. They learned 
to repeatedly pour the sugar 
water through piles of heat- 
ed stones and ultimately end 
up with at least a low grade 
of the sweet syrup. 

Cousins Randall and 
Mike Steyer, and the other 
children of Harold, Sam, 
and Arthur Steyer, repre- 
sent the third generation of 
the family in the business, 
but their children are also 
actively involved, as it takes 
a combined effort to ac- 
complish the grueling task 
each year. 

“It a lot of hard work, 
but it’s also like a big family 
reunion,” said Randall. “We 
have a lot of fun every year.” 

While the technology 
involved in producing ma- 
ple syrup and sugar has 
changed somewhat over the 
many years, the general pro-

Today, while there are } 


still some galvanized buckets 
seen on the tree trunks at 
the Steyer farm, most of the 
water is collected via a huge 
network of plastic tubing. 
The ends of the tubing are 
placed in the tap holes, and 
the water is drawn from the 
trees through the tubing both 
by gravity and a vacuum 
pump. The individual tubes 
drain into a larger tube, or 
mainline, and the water is 
collected in tanks at the sug- 
ar camp. 

The Steyers run some 25 
miles of the tubing through 
their 65-acre grove of sugar 
maples. 

“It’s still a lot of work, but 
we're able to collect the wa- 
ter a lot quicker than when 
we just used buckets,” said 
Mike, “and the faster you 
can collect it, the better qual- 
ity of syrup you will have.” 

Perhaps the most signifi- 
cant change in maple syrup 
production is the addition of 
reverse osmosis technology. 
Before the water is placed in 
the evaporator and boiled, 
it is run through the reverse 
osmosis process, which sep- 
arates out much of the water 
before it is boiled. 

“It’s a lot like what they 
do on a ship when they de- 
salinate sea water to make 
it drinkable,” explained 
Randall’s wife Kay. “But 
instead of keeping the wa- 
ter and throwing out the 
salt, we throw out the water 
and keep the sugary part. It 
greatly reduces the amount 
of boiling time.” 

She said that before they 
had the osmosis system, it 
could take over 40 hours 
to boil down the water, but 


FROM THE TREE TO THE JUGS, the basic method of making maple syrup has not 
changed since Native Americans first discovered the process.

GARRETT COUNTY NOTICE OF A PROPOSED REAL PROPERTY TAX INCREASE 


The Board of County Commissioners of Garrett County, Maryland, proposes to increase real 
property taxes. 


For the tax year beginning July 1, 2009, the estimated real property assessable base will increase 
by 5.8% (a) from $3,853,159,939 (b) to $4,074,956,482 (c). 


If Garrett County maintains the current tax rate of $1.000 (d) per $100 of assessment, real 
property tax revenues will increase by 5.8% (e) resulting in $2,217,965 (f) of new real property 
tax revenues. 


In order to fully offset the effect of increasing assessments, the real property tax rate should be 
reduced to $.946 (g), the constant yield tax rate. 


The County is considering not reducing its real property tax rate enough to fully offset 
increasing assessments. The County proposes to adopt a real property tax rate of $1.000 (h) per 
$100 of assessment. This tax rate is 5.7% (i) higher than the constant yield tax rate and will 
generate $2,217,965 (j) in additional property tax revenues. 


A public hearing on the proposed real property tax rate increase will be held at 10:00 a.m. on 
April 21, 2009, in the County Commissioners’ Public Meeting Room, County Courthouse, 
Oakland, Maryland. The hearing is open to the public, and public testimony is encouraged.

Leukemiais a type ot cancer that affects the bone marrow and 
the body's lymphatic system.

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One Year, One Day Handed To 
Oakland Man For Theft Charge 


In recent Garrett County 
District Court proceedings, 
Judge Leonard J. Eiswert 
sentenced Mitchell Cyril 
Gibellino, 51, Oakland, to 
one year and one day after 
handing down a guilty ver- 
dict for theft of $500-plus 
value.

HEAT DEATH OF THE UNIVERSE? 

Q. I read that the universe is eventually going to lose all 
its energy and wind down someday — this is called the "heat 
death" of the universe. Can this really happen? 

A. Ah, what a cheerful thought for springtime! This is 
a theory that's been around for about a century, but 
should not worry anyone, for several reasons. 

First, the prediction is a long way off: tens of billions 
of years in the future, longer than the universe has existed 
so far. The whole idea is just a matter of philosophy or 
metaphysics, and provides college humanities professors 
with a conversation topic when they meet physicists and 
astronomers at faculty parties. 

Second, this theory begins on the basis of what we 
know about thermodynamics here on Earth —- not neces- 
sarily what takes place among galaxies far away. Still, it is 
standard practice in science to assume that the physics we 
observe in our laboratories on Earth is the same physics 
that works throughout the most distant corners of the uni- 
verse. If we didn't start with that axiom, we would be un- 
able to say anything at all about things far away. The fact 
that light reaching us from distant galaxies matches what 
we predict on the basis of our physics gives credibility to 
the claim that physics is all the same everywhere. 

There are two principal “laws ofi thermodynamics." 
First, energy is conserved — you can change from one 
form of energy to another, such as heat to motion to elec- 
tricity, but the total energy is still the same. Second, en- 
ergy degrades (becomes less usable) as it goes through 
changes. We say that entropy always increases. 

“Entropy” is an unfamiliar word and needs some ex- 
plaining: Entropy is a measure of disorder. When some- 
thing is very orderly (like molecules of water tightly 
locked together in an ice cube) the entropy is low, but 
when it is disorderly (like the water sloshing around after 
an ice cube melts) the entropv is higher. Generally, add- 
ing heat to any system increases its entropy. 

If you bring two objects into contact, you can observe 
heat flow from a hot object to a cold object, but you can- 
not make heat leave an object that is already cold (making 
it colder) and travel to an object that is already warmer 
(making it hotter). Nature doesn't work that way. Every- 
body already knows this, and this bears the lofty name of 
“the second law of thermodynamics." Thermodynamic 
systems tend to become more disordered over time. 

When you tum on a car's air conditioner, the inside 
(already moderate) gets cooler as heat is "rejected" to the 
outside (already warm). That seems to contradict the 
paragraph above! But remember that you're burning gaso- 
line to run the air conditioner, and the energy in the gaso- 
line is being degraded as it is burned. When you look at 
the entire "system" of the automobile, the grand total of 
all the energy involved becomes more disordered. The 
entropy of the system increases in any thermodynamic 
process. 

From there it's easy to jump to the "big picture." Imag- 
ining the universe as one big system, with thermody-

Namic processes going on everywhere, the philosophy 
professors conclude that the entire universe will eventu- 
ally have all its energy degraded, and everything in total 
disorder. That's the condition labeled the "heat death of 
the universe.’ 

Philosophers who stop there go away feeling very 
gloomy, and write books about the futility of mankind's 
existence. Never mind the part about the countless bil- 
lions of years required. 

Physicists, on the other hand, remember that our scien- 
tific laws began with Earth-based observations, and there 
may be limits that ordinary thermodynamics hasn't run 
into yet. The eminent physicist Freeman Dyson, who was 
recently celebrated in a long article in the New York Times 
Magazine, made a very interesting observation a decade or 
so ago. Dyson noted that when a star is contracting under 
the force of gravity (not collapsing, just contracting), the 
volume of the star gets smaller. When a substance occu- 
pies a smaller volume, its state is more orderly. Its entropy 
has decreased. But at the same time, the star gives off light 
and heat; that is, energy is leaving the star, 

According to standard thermodynamics, that shouldn't 
happen. You're supposed to have to do work on an object 
to squeeze it into a smaller volume. But instead, the force 
of gravity is doing that work, and thermodynamics doesn't 
account for gravity on the scale of a star. 

The light given off by a star originates in the nuclear 
fusion process that turns hydrogen into helium in the core 
of the star. Simultaneously, gravity is causing the contrac- 
tion. Meanwhile, thermodynamics was designed to ac- 
count for ordinary Earth-sized energy processes, but not 
for stellar-sized gravitational processes. 

Some light emitted by a star may arrive at planets. 
Through more thermodynamic processes, life on Earth is 
sustained by that starlight. All such processes degrade the 
energy they use, but more light keeps arriving. Until the 
star finally runs out of fuel. 

At that point, some stars explode (supernovae) and 
scatter new elements far and wide, while others turn into 
cold dark cinders, and still others collapse into black 
holes. When that happens, all bets are off, including con- 
ventional thermodynamics. Things get very far removed 
from anything we can verify in the lab, and possibly some 
processes could even reduce entropy. Slowly but eventu- 
ally, clumps of dust and gas drift together due to gravity, 
and a new round of stars is born. How long can this keep 
going on? Your guess is as good as mine. 

The important point to remember is that thermody- 
namics is a finite and limited science that came about 
from scientists looking at ordinary processes on Earth. 
We don't actually know what twists, variations, or correc- 
tions might be involved when gravitational forces are 
huge, on the scale of galaxies. Presuming that conven- 
tional thermodynamics always works is the easiest as- 
sumption, but it is also the most arrogant. When thinking 
about the entire universe, it's better to be humble.

For this same reason, ginkgo biloba 
should also be discontinued for at least 36 hours 
before surgery. Consuming large amounts of ginkgo 
seeds should be avoided since they contain 
ginkgotoxin, which may cause seizures if consumed 


in large amounts.

Worldwide, it is estimated that there are over 100 million 
homeless people. On any given day in the United States, it 
is believed that at least 800,000 people are homeless, 
including approximately 200,000 children. In the United 
States, homelessness is considered a “revolving door” 


Crisis. That is, although 
many people find 
themselves homeless 
for only short periods of 
time, each day there are 
new additions to the 
legions of the home- 
less. And, while there 
are some who are 
classified as “chroni- 
Cally“ homeless, many 
more fall into the 
category of the tempo- 
rarily homeless. Like 
many of the conditions 
which call for the 
corporal works of 
mercy, homelessness 
is made worse by 
poverty, physical and 
mental disabilities, and 
the lack of affordable 


housing and good jobs. However, there is much that can 
be done to alleviate this problem, both individually and asa 
society. Individually, we can volunteer to help at local 
homeless shelters, donate money and/or supplies to help 
keep shelters operating, and make a personal commit- 
ment to treat the homeless with dignity and respect. As a 
society, we can work to remedy the factors which lead to 
and exacerbate homelessness: lack of affordable housing 
and living wage jobs; physical and mental disabilities, 
including substance abuse and alcohol problems; and the 
lack of good schools and training programs which help 
people acquire and retain decent-paying jobs.

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Shedding a Problem 
With Mixed Breed 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: We 
bought a black-and-white 
Pomeranian/Chihuahua cross when 
she was 9 months old. “Sheila” has 
long legs and is very pretty — she 
actually looks like a Papillon. She is 
now 16 months old and is shedding. 
Is this common with this mixed 
breed? — Marilyn from Canada 


DEAR MARILYN: Sheila sounds 
very pretty indeed. though I'm sure the 
shedding is distressing. While shed- 
ding is not that common in purebred 
Chihuahuas, it is noted in purebred 
Pomeranians. 

According to petpom.com, 
Pomeranian puppies shed their baby 
coats between three and seven months 
of age, allowing their adult coats to 
come in. Adult (or in your case, young 
adult) Pomeranians are known to shed 
their undercoat. This sometimes 
depends on seasonal changes, but 
some  Pomeranians, __ particularly 
indoor dogs, shed lightly all year. 
Unspayed females may shed at differ- 


-ent-umes, as well, — --—--—— 


If Sheila is shedding fur so heavily 
that patches of fur are missing or her 
coat is so thin you can see her skin 
through it, take her to a veterinarian 
and have her checked out. Heavy 
shedding often indicates a medical 
problem. 

If the shedding is not severe, comb 
Sheila’s coat daily to prevent matting. 
Do keep an eye on her to see if she is 
showing any signs of stress or illness. 
and check her fur and skin closely 
from time to time to check for any 
excessive shedding or signs of irritated 
skin. 

If she has not yet been spayed, go 
ahead and schedule this procedure 
with her veterinarian. As a mixed 
breed, Sheila should not have puppies 
and so shouldn’t have to go through 
issues like heat cycles, which also can 
cause excess shedding.

e First, let’s review a little histo- 

ery. Prior to prohibition, beer 
was shipped in kegs. The first patent 
for a lined can was issued to the 
Amencan Can Company in 1934. 
Gotfried Kruger Brewing Company 
was the first to use the new container. 
Cans were an inexpensive alternative 
to kegs and an immediate success. 
The cone-top can was introduced in 
1935, and the aluminum pop top in 
1962. 

Serious collectors search for cans 
that are free of dents and nist. Some 
collectors only purchase cans that 
have been opened from the bottom. 
Typical prices for rarer cans include 
Fox Deluxe Beer, cone top, $300, 
Frankenmuth Premium Dry, $90; 
Lion Pilsner Crowntainer, cone top, 
$350; Velvet Glow, $55; Wiedeman's 
Special Bohemian Brew, $350; and 
Tivoh Western, $45 

One of the better clubs is Beer Can 
Collectors of America, 747 Merus 
Coun, Fenton. MO 63026, and 
www beca.com. There are several 
guides. My personal favorite 1s the 
Official Price Guide to Beer Cans by 
Bill Mugrage. published by House of 
Collectibles and now in its Sth edi- 
tion.

Act To Provide 
College Funding 
To Post 9-11 Vets 


Veterans interested in 
taking advantage of report- 
edly one of the best edu- 
cational benefit programs 
since World War 11 should 
begin applying to the US. 
Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs for the Post 9-11 Veter- 
ans Educational Assistance 
Act of 2008 beginning May 
1. Maryland’s two- year 
and four-year public and 
independent colleges and 
universities that do not 
already know about the 
program should be ready 
as well, according to offi- 
cials at the Maryland High- 
er Education Commission 
(MHEC). 

MHEC is the state agency 
that approves the schools 
and programs where veter- 
ans can receive their edu- 
cational benefits and passes 
that information on to the 
U.S. Department of Veter- 
ans Affairs. 

The Post 9-11 Veterans 
Educational Assistance Act 
of 2008 is a new educational 
benefit program for individ- 
uals who served on act-ive 
duty on or after September 
11, 2001.

Maryland Pre-K 
Program Among 
Nation’s Finest 


Maryland’s state-funded 
prekindergarten program 
ranks in the top 10 states 
for percentage of children 
enrolled in the program, 
according to the State of 
Preschool 2008 released 
Wednesday. 

The annual report pro- 
duced by the National 
Institute for Early Education 
Research (NIEER) ranks all 
50 states on the percent- 
age of children served and 
spending per child for 2007- 
2008. It also compares the 
number of quality bench- 
marks met. 

With 37 percent of the 
State’s 4-year-olds in state- 
funded preschool, Mary- 
land ranks 9th out of 38 
states that provide pre- 
school education. The 


program saw a significant 


jump in the amount of state 
funding provided, now 
ranking at 19th (compared 
to 27th last year). With 
all sources of funding ac- 
counted for, Maryland 
jumps to third place na- 
tionally on resources. The 
program also met two more 
quality benchmarks this 
year, for a total of nine out 
of 10. 

Nationally, the annual 
survey of state-funded pre- 
school programs showed

impressive expansion in 
enrollment and spending. 
However, it cautioned that 
the recession may reverse 
the trend, curtailing early 
education opportunities for 
children in lower and mid- 
ulc-income families. 

Key findings include: 

¢Enrollment increased 
by more than 108,000 
children. More than 1.1 
million children attended 
state-funded preschool edu- 
cation, 973,178 at age 4 
alone. 

Thirty-three of 38 states 
with state-funded programs 
increased enrollment. 

«Based on NIEER's Qual- 
ity Standards Checklist, 11 
states improved the quality 
of their preschool programs. 
Only one fell back. 

*State pre-K funding 
rose to almost $4.6 billion; 
from all reported sources to 
$5.2 billion, an increase of 
nearly $1 billion (23 per- 
cent) from 2007. 

Whether or not a child 
receives high-quality pre- 
school education depends 
on where his or her family 
lives. Twelve states provided 
no state-funded preschool 
in 2008. The report found 
a decline in the number of 
states providing sufficient 
funding to meet NIEER'’s 
quality benchmarks. 

Based at Rutgers Univer- 
sity, NIEER has produced 
an annual report on state 
preschool programs since

Because of declining state 
revenues, the immediate fu- 
ture of state-funded pre- 
school is uncertain. Gener- 
ally, expenditures on pre-K 
are discretionary and easier 
to cut than expenditures for 
K-12 education and other 
programs. 

NIEER Director Steve 
Barnett said states are con- 
sidering cutting enrollment, 
reducing program standards, 
and postponing expansion 
plans, even with the avail- 


ability of new federal stimu- 
lus funds. 

Of 38 states with state- 
funded preschool, cuts are 
likely in at least nine. 

“A federal initiative is 
needed to support early 
learning and development,” 
said Barnett. “We propose 
that the federal govern- 
ment commit to doubling 
growth in state pre-K while 
raising quality standards 
so that by 2020 all 4-year- 
olds in America will have 
access to a good educa- 
tion.” 

To do this, the federal 


government should match 
State spending with up to 
$2,500 for each enrolled 
child in state pre-K pro- 
grams meeting basic quality 
Standards. The federal gov- 
ernment also should facili- 
tate increased integration of 
child care, Head Start, and 
State pre-K. 

Research shows that 
high-quality pre-K can help 
improve the educational 
success of all children, de- 
crease dropout rates and 
crime and delinquency, and 
improve economic produc- 
tivity and health.

USDA Releases 
MILC Payments 
To Dairy Farmers 


Because of low dairy 
prices across the country, 
producers participating in 
USDA's Milk Income Loss 
Contract (MILC) program 
will soon begin to receive 
payments, according to 
Linda D. Slacum, acting 
executive director of 
USDA's Farm _ Service 
Agency in Maryland. 

"As a result of low dairy 
prices, we will soon begin 
distributing MILC  pay- 
ments to ensure that dairy 


mining the Average Dairy 
Feed Ration Cost for the 
month of February on 
March 30. Using this infor- 
mation and the formula 
contained in the 2008 Act, 
the MILC payment trigger 
for the month of February 
has been adjusted to $17.33, 
for a final MILC payment 
rate of $1.5132. 

Beginning last week, 
USDA expected to issue 
approximately $150 million 
to dairy producers for milk 
produced in February. 

USDA's Agricultural 
Marketing Service an- 
nounced the Boston Class 1 
price for the moth of March 
on Feb. 20, and for the 
month of April on March 
20. In both instances the 
Boston Class I price was 
below the MILC payment 
trigger price of $16.94 per 
cwt. 


USDA expects to issue 
MILC payments on milk 
produced in March in early 
May and MILC payments 
on milk produced in April 
in early June, after USDA 
has adjusted the MILC pay- 
ment trigger price for feed 
costs and determined the 
final payment rate for those 
months. MILC payments 
may also be triggered in 
future months if the MILC 
payment trigger price is be- 
low $16.94 per cwt. 


FSA makes payments up 
to the maximum eligible 
pounds of milk produced 
and marketed by each op- 
eration per fiscal year. The 
annual maximum eligible 
pound limit per dairy opera- 
tion is 2,985,000 pounds per 
fiscal year.

USDA determines the per 
hundredweight payment 
rate for the applicable 
month by subtracting the 
Boston Class I price for that 
month from the $16.94 
MILC payment trigger price 
established in the 2008 
Farm Bill, as adjusted for 
feed costs, and multiplying 
the difference by 45 percent.

SIGN-UP UNDER WAY FOR GRASSLAND 
RESERVE PROGRAM 

The Kingwood USDA Service Center is now accepting 
applications for the Grassland Reserve Program (GRP). 
Applications may be filed with either Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) or the Natural Resources Conservation 
Service (NRCS). 

GRP is a voluntary program designed to help protect 
valuable grasslands from conversion to other uses. GRP 
offers producers two options for enrollment: permanent 
easements or rental agreements for 10-, 15-, or 20-year 
durations. Restoration agreements are also available. 

To participate in GRP, applicants must file payment 
eligibility, adjusted gross income, and conservation com- 
pliance forms with FSA. 

Sign-up is on a continuous basis; however, producers 
wishing to have theu applications considered for the first 
ranking period must file no later than close of business on 
May 1, 2009. This includes persons who previously filed 
GRP applications and want them to be reconsidered for 
approval.

pruning will shock your plant 
and could inhibit growth.” 
To avoid this, hold out your 
first two fingers; if these were 
stems on a plant you would 
never want to cut below your 
furst knuckle. 

As with most home im- 
provement projects, it’s very 
important to have the right 
tools on hand. Certain 
pruners, such as rose pruners, 
are made specifically for 
roses, while head shears can 
be used on most heavy-duty 
pruning projects. Make sure 
you purchase pruners that are 
sturdy enough to do the job 
and feel comfortable and 
manageable in your hand. If 
you already have pruners, 
consider having them sharp- 
ened at your local hardware 
store before you begin work- 
ing. You'll notice the differ- 
ence immediately. 

Grow New Grass 

After lying dormant for a 


few months, your grass might 
need a little coaxing to get it 
to its pre-winter state. To pre- 
pare your lawn, thatch it by 
lightly running a rake across 
the top to pick up any sticks, 
leaves, debris, or dead grass. 

Next you will need to pur- 
chase grass seed that is in- 
digenous to your area and 
that will grow with the 
amount of shade your lawn 
has. You'll need to purchase 
between two to four pounds 
of seed for every 1,000 feet 
you are planting. Spread the 
seed either by hand or with a 
mechanical spreader that you 
can rent at your local hard- 
ware store, but be sure to 
keep it even. 

Once your seed is down, 
it’s a good idea to lay fertil- 
izer and water the entire 
lawn. In the weeks and 
months to come, be sure your 
lawn gets at least one or two 
inches of water a week, either 
naturally or from a sprinkler.

of a tree or on either side of 
your walkway. 

“Consider purchasing es- 
tablished plants rather than 
seeds as they are easier to 
grow,” explains Manfredini. 
“And look for bright colored 
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plants like impatiens or 
black-eyed Susans.” 

Before planting, you'll 
need to make sure your soil is 
prepared. Loosen the soil in 
the area where you plan on 
planting and add an organic 
matter like peat moss to help 


give the plant more nutrients. 

Next, dig a small hole, just 
deep enough to fit the roots 
of your plant, and place the 
plant inside. Once the plant 
is in the hole, fill it in with 
dirt and lightly pack it down.

tors. However, homeowners 
who hire unlicensed contrac- 
tors are not protected by the 
Guaranty Fund, and their 


only recourse is through the 
courts. 

“We encounter far too 
many homeowners who are 
victims of unscrupulous in- 
dividuals who take money 


and walk away without ever 
completing the work for which 
they’ve been paid,” said Oc- 
cupational and Professional 
Licensing Commissioner 
Stanley Botts. “Homeowners 
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can protect themselves easily 
by hiring a licensed contrac- 
tor and following a few easy 
steps, such as reading the 
home improvement contract, 
never paying more than one 
third of the contract price as 
a deposit, and making sure the 
contractor pulls the necessary 
permits. Also, homeowners 
should check a contractor's 
references before handing over 
the money.” 

Each year, MHIC inves- 
tigates approximately 3,000 
complaints against licensed 
and unlicensed contractors. 
In the last fiscal year, MHIC 
helped recover close to $2.5 
million for homeowners 
who were cheated by unli-

censed contractors. Acting 
as a contractor, subcontractor, 
or selling a home improve- 
ment without a license is 
a misdemeanor and, upon 
conviction, is subject to a fine 
up to $1,000 or imprisonment 
up to 30 days, or both. Each 
subsequent conviction is sub- 
ject to a fine up to $5,000 or 
imprisonment up to two years, 
or both.

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Gardening Gets Green Thumbs Up 
From Furrow-Browed Consumers

Victory gardens are back, 
but they aren't the version of 
your grandfather's time, 
when growing food in your 
backyard was a sign of sacri- 
fice and tribute to the war 
effort against the Nazis. 

Now, Marylanders are 
looking to their backyards to 
bolster their bottom line 
agamst the recession and cap- 
italize on the healthy, local 
food trend. 

Interest in backyard gar- 
dens is "on the rise from what 
I can tell," said Dale John- 
son, of Keedysville, farm 
management specialist for 
the University of Maryland. 
"It makes sense.” 

The recession, which start- 
ed in December 2007, has 
spawned citizen cost-cutting 
and delaying unnecessary 
purchases. Food prices have 
risen 4.8 percent each year 
since 2007 and nearly 3 mil- 
lion American workers have 
lost their jobs smce the reces- 
sion began. 

"We received 90 calls to- 
day,” said Lewis Shell, a cer- 
tified professional horticul- 
turist, of the unusual call vol- 
ume on Thursday to the 
Maryland Cooperative Ex- 
tension's Home and Garden 
Information Center hothne. 
"People are asking how to 
start their own gardens.” 

The trend is so hot, even 
the White House is doing it, 
with first lady Michelle 
Obama on Friday breaking 
ground on the first kitchen 
garden there since Eleanor 


questions about fruits and 
vegetables this year," said 
Jon Traunfeld, extension spe- 
cialist. 

Because of the recession, 
people want access to better 
food and say, 'Hey, what can 
I grow myself” Traunfeld 
said. "But it will be hard 
work, and people can save 
money." 


In response to rising inter- 
est, the information center 
launched the _ statewide 
"Grow It Eat It" gardening 
program on Mar. 9 to help 
new gardeners and is offering 
basic gardening classes 
taught by the master garden- 
ers themselves.

friendly, attractive alterna- 
tive, thriving without fertiliz- 
ers, pesticides, and constant 
immgation. 

In nature, wildflowers 
mark the seasons with glori- 
ous bursts of color. Spring 
bluebells and  columbines 
might give way to yarrows 
and rues, which in turn leave 
the season’s last word to 
coneflowers and asters. 


The wildflower patch is 
typically an exuberant and 
ever-changing continuous 
carpet of carefree blossoms. 
Since the look is more re- 
laxed than that of formal gar- 
den beds, wildflowers can 
beautify areas that are very 
difficult to maintain — hill- 
sides, woodland edges, lake 
borders, or that awkward 
strip between the driveway 
and the property line. 

While the aim is a casual, 
unstudied appearance, wild- 
flower gardens do require 
some planning. One key is 
choosing a seed mix created 
for your region, taking into 
account the hardiness zone, 
elevation and typical soil, 
sun, and moisture conditions. 

Wild-flower-seed.com of- 
fers a wide variety of blends 
for nine areas of the country, 
from the rainy Northeast to 
the dry Southwest. The com- 
pany also has specialty mixes 
specifically designed to at- 
tract beneficial insects and 
butterflies — as well as a blend 
deer find unappealing Each 
mix includes 10 to 20 plant 
species, providing flowers 
season-long and a mix of an- 
nuals and perennials for both 
quick color and _ staying 
power. 

Site preparation is impor- 
tant, and a little up-front ef- 
fort can pay big dividends. 
Follow these steps: 

* Choose a sunny, well- 
drained location. Most wild- 
flowers want six to eight 
hours of direct sunlight and 
few will tolerate “wet feet.” 

* Remove any sod and till 
to a depth of just 1 or 2 
inches. More will only bring 
additional weed seeds to the 
surface. 

* Weed control is crucial 
to get wildflowers off to a 
good start. Instead of using a 
strong, chemical pesticide to 
kill weeds, manage weeds 
naturally. Encourage weeds 
to grow with regular watering 
and then pull the weeds be- 
fore sowing wildflowers, or 
use a low-toxicity herbicide. 

® Sow seeds acculding to 
directions - the maximum 


amount recommended will 
produce a dense patch, the 
minimum a more scattered 
look. 

* For easier sowing, mix 
seed with dry sand, which is 
more visible against the soil. 
Blend well, using a ratio of 
one part seed to one or two 
parts sand. 

* Good seed-to-soil con- 


tact encourages germination. 
A lawn roller is ideal, but 
stepping across the bed, com- 
pressing soil underfoot, will 
do the job. 

* No fertilizer is necessary, 
but the seedbed should be 
kept moist for about four 
weeks until seeds sprout. 
Then watering can taper off 
unless conditions are unusu-

ANNAPOLIS - A leg- 
islative session dominated 
by financial woes ended 
Monday night just minutes 
after the General Assembly 
approved a compromise on 
a controversial immigrant 
driver's license bill, fittingly 
capping a frenzied final day 
of a busy session which 
saw several major policy 
debates. 

Lawmakers also gave fi- 
nal approval to a Preak- 
ness rescue bill and the state 
budget Monday before con- 
fetti fell from the balconies 
of the ornate State House 
chambers, celebrating the 
end of this year’s 90-day 
session. The last-day action 
followed a session featuring 
heated debates on the death 
penalty, education funding, 
and partial energy re-regu- 


lation. 

Leading Democrats said 
they managed to protect 
taxpayer priorities despite 
making $867 million in cuts 
to next fiscal year’s budget 
made necessary by a declin- 
ing economy 

“We were able not only 
to maintain (our) safety net, 
we were able to strength- 
en it,” said Gov. Martin 
O'Malley 

The state used more 
than $1.4 billion in federal 
stimulus money to balance 
the $13.8 billion operating 
budget, plugging holes cre- 
ated by plunging revenue 
projections. The federal 
money prevented 700 state 
employee layoffs and drastic 
cuts to education. 

But despite the injection 
of stimulus money, the state

Garrett County Depart- 
ment of Roads superinten- 
dent Jay Moyer presented an 
update report to the county 
commissioners on Tuesday 
about recent activities in his 
department.

Commissioner Denny 
Glotfelty noted that the 
trucks would “pay for them- 
selves in no time.” 

Moyer also indicated the 
sweepers would help offset 
the high cost of purchasing 
anti-skid material in the fu- 
ture. He said his department 
exceeded its budgeted amount 
for the material by more 
than $242,000 this winter. 

Despite that significant 
cost overrun, however, 
Moyer said the overall bud- 
get numbers are where his 
department “likes to see 
them.” The county is about

The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation’s 
State Highway Adminis- 
tration (SHA) began a $2 
million safety and resurfac- 
ing project along more than 
three miles of Maryland Rt.

Director Linda Lindsey, 
Garrett Countv Department 
of Public Utilities (DPU), 
presented an update report 
to the county commission- 
ers on Tuesday about five 
local water and two sewer 
projects. 

Lindsey said the Mary- 
land Department of the En- 
vironment (MDE) was re- 
viewing permit applications 
for several of those projects. 
She noted that the MDE 
review process has become 
very lengthy and arduous in 
recent years. 

The MDE, she said, must 
go through all the bid adver- 
tisements, bid comments, 
and possible cover hearings 
about those comments. 

“Getting permits from 
the MDE is turning into at 
least a six- to nine-month 
process,” Lindsey said. 

Water Projects 

The director said the 
MDE looked at the pro- 
posed Crellin water treat- 
ment plant improvements 
and has determined the proj- 
ect will require a construc- 
tion permit. 

“Therefore, the appropri- 
ate application and docu- 
mentation has been submit- 
ted to MDE for its review 
and issuance of the permit,” 
Lindsey said. 

Plans and specifications 
for the McHenry water stor- 
age tank and chlorination 
Station have also been sub- 
mitted to the MDE for re- 
view, comment, and issuance 
of construction permits. 

“We are also awaiting 
issuance of the stormwa- 
ter management and NP- 
DES (National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination Sys- 
tem) permits from MDE,” 


the director said about the 
McHenrv project. 

She explained that an 
NPDES outlines how runoff 
from construction sites will 
be handled.

House Destroyed 
By Blaze; Cause 
Undetermined 


Investigation continues 
into the cause of a fire that 
destroyed a house at 2837 
Shady Dell Road south of 
Loch Lynn Sunday after- 
noon.

Funding 
Continued from Page A-1 
state's student-aged popula-

First enacted by Congress 
in 1975, IDEA helps states 
to ensure that children with 
disabilities receive the ser- 
vices they need to achieve in 
school. IDEA was initially 
intended to fund 40 percent 
of states’ cost of education 
for students with special 
needs, but has fallen short 
over the years. 

Mikulski is a senior mem-

“For too long, the federal 

:!government hasn't kept its

of its budget. 

Moyer also reported that

Because various forms of energy are so crucial to 
business, industry, and households throughout the 
country, the pursuit of energy-producing resources 
has almost always been extremely aggressive. His- 
tory has shown that such aggression without con- 
trols typically comes back to haunt us, with one of 
the best examples of this scenario being the coal 
mining industry. In the early days the focus was ba- 
sically to do whatever it took to get the coal out of 
the ground, with virtually no regard for the environ- 
ment or even the safety of the miners themselves. 
Our nation then had to pay an enormous price for 
such wanton disregard in the form of both money 
and human life. It was only after massive pollution 
of our atmosphere and waterways, and much loss of 
life in the coal mines that we wised up and enacted 
regulations to make the industry cleaner and safer, 
With even minimal foresight and some intelligent 
planning in the beginning, much of this horrendous 
loss could have been avoided. 

Did we learn from that example? Judging from 
the recent actions - or inaction - of our own local 
and state elected officials, the answer to that would 


be a resounding "No!" 


It 1s the pursuit of another energy source — wind — 
that is now going to be allowed to progress in our 
state and county with little or no regulation whatso- 
ever, regardless of the various warnings and uncer- 
tainties related to the giant turbines that are neces- 
sary to capture the wind. While the effects may not 
be as detrimental as the coal industry was in its early 
stages, there are still a number of legitimate concerns 
that are basically being ignored. 

A week or so ago there was great hope for some 
safeguards being passed by the Maryland General 
Assembly. Senate Bill 771, pushed by Senator 
George Edwards, would have at least required con- 
sideration of regional and statewide performance 
standards for industrial wind turbines, including set- 
backs, noise, and lighting. ihe bill received not only 
a favorable vote by the Senate Finance Committee, 
but also passed in the full Senate by a unanimous 
vote, 45-0. However, the companion House bill, and 


thus the entire legislation, 


was effectively killed on 


Friday, the last real work day of the Assembly, when 
the House Economic Matters Committee simply did 


not vote on it. 


Meanwhile, our county commissioners continue 
to do nothing on this matter. Not only did they not 
endorse SB 771, but they didn't even testify on their 
own proposal before the House and Senate commit- 
tees, a measure that would have at least provided 


some setback restrictions. 


With Friday's non-vote in the House, the oppo- 
nents of having wind turbines in Garrett County 
watched their several years of time, effort, and ex- 
pense go right down the drain. The developers now 
basically have a clear path ahead of them, and we 
residents are left with no safety, health, or environ- 
mental protections against industrial wind turbines 
at the local or state level. Even those“in favor of 
wind energy should want some protective regulation 
aiid restrictions to be in place before the turbinés are 


erected. 


Proponents of wind energy and various elected 
officials will always say publicly that wind energy is 
desperately needed in order for us to meet the grow- 
ing need for electricity. While there may be some 
element of sincerity in that claim, there are two 
much bigger reasons that they are allowing the de- 
velopers to plow ahead virtually unrestricted - 


money and politics.

I 
was 15 minutes over, for the 
entire week, according to 
them — whoever they are. 
This was their reason for 
termination. However, my 
records indicate | was right 
at 40 hours, and I turned in 
no overtime. 

Today (Wednesday), six 
more people were fired, 
including two crew leaders 
for the reason of "under 
producing," and their job is 
to support the field workers.

might face a budget gap of 
$1 billion next year, leading 
some lawmakers to see the 
session as a missed opportu- 
nity. 
“We have not solved our 
long-term budget prob- 
lems,” said Senate Minority 
Leader Allan Kittleman, R- 
Carroll. “We lost the oppor- 
tunity to make a real change 
in the way we structure our 
budget.” 

The session came to a 
close only after the House 
and Senate reached an 
agreement on a bill to bring 
Maryland driver's licenses 
into compliance with the 
federal Real ID Act Mon- 
day night. The compromise 
legislation passed 76-60 in 
the House and 29-16 in the 
Senate. 

The final legislation will 
go into effect June 1, when 
new applicants will have to 
provide proof of lawful 
Status in order to receive a 
license. Those already pos- 
sessing a license will be al- 
lowed to renew it without 
such documentation, but 
cannot use it for federal pur- 
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poses or airline travel. 

By July 1, 2015, all h- 
censes in the state will re- 
quire proof of lawful status. 

In another late-session 
move, the General Assem- 
bly approved a bill backed 
by O'Malley authorizing the 
State to purchase or use emi- 
nent domain to take over 
Pimlico Race Course, Lau- 
rel Park, and the rights to 
the storied Triple Crown 
race. 

O'Malley signed the bill 
Tuesday, less than a week 
after it was introduced. 

Canada-based Magna 
Entertainment Corp., which 
owns the racetracks and the 
rights to the Preakness, filed 
for bankruptcy in early 
March and has asked a 
judge for permission to auc- 
tion off its assets. State lead- 
ers are worried Maryland 
could lose the Preakness 
Stakes in a bankruptcy auc- 
tion, either through a direct 
sale or from the sale of Pim- 
lico to an owner not inter- 
ested in hosting the race. 

Throughout the session, 
O'Malley stressed the need 
to protect education spend- 
ing from deep budget cuts. 

The budget includes pro- 
visions to freeze in-state, 
undergraduate tuition for a 
fourth consecutive year, one 
of O'Malley's top legislative 
priorities. 

Funds for public school 
construction will surpass $1 
billion over a_ three-year 
period, and the Thornton 
Bridge to Excellence in 
Education Plan, which pro- 
vides more money to coun- 
ties where the cost of educa- 
tion is greater, will be fully 
funded.

deep cuts proposed at the 
Statt of the session and 
ended up receiving neatly a 
4 percent increase in fund- 
ing. I' »wever, that increase 
is stil: -34 million less than 
prescriied by state funding 
formulas. 

Clay Whitlow, the ex- 
ecutive director of the 
Maryland Association of 
Community Colleges, said 
"we feel very fortunate” the 
legislature recognized the 
role community colleges 
play in helping the state 
weather a recession. 

"I think the funding we 
received is recognition by 
the governor and the legisla- 
ture of the importance of 
community colleges," he 
said. "We're part of the solu- 
tion to the problem, and I 
think they recognize that." 

A few of O'Malley's ma- 
jor initiatives failed to reach 
his desk for signing. 

Lawmakers rejected a 
proposal that would have 
given the state the ability to 
pursue civil lawsuits against 
people filing fraudulent 
claims with state health in- 
surance programs. They 
also turned back an electric- 
ity re-regulation bill that 
would have allowed the 
state to order utility compa- 
nies to build new power 
plants or buy electricity. 

"There hasnt been any 
new generation of energy in 
years and years and years,” 
O'Malley said. "And there 
won't be any new genera- 
tion in our state until the 
Public Service Commission 
has the authority to order 
it.” 

O'Malley said he plans to 
bring back the re-regulation 
and Medicaid fraud legisla- 
tion next year. 

O'Malley also failed to 
win a full repeal of the 
death penalty, instead set- 
tling for a compromise that 
merely restricts its use. The 
final bill, as amended by the 
Senate, limits use of the 
death penalty to cases with 
biological or DNA evi- 
dence, videotaped voluntary 
confessions, or video link- 
ing defendants to a crime.

@tkidden, 'D-Baltmote, ‘said 
ste would intrdduce a full 
repeal bill again next year, 
and offer an amendment for 
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state's efforts to bnng in bids 
for slots machines, a mové 
O'Malley touted as neces- 
sary to support the state's 
schools and its horseracing 
industry. The state received 
qualified bids for only 6,550 
of the 15,000 machines le- 
galized in a November ref- 
erendum 

Two of O'Malley's other 
initiatives proved more suc- 
cessful. The General As- 
sembly passed a bill author- 
izing the use of speed cam- 
eras in highway construc- 
tion zones and school areas 
throughout the state, as well 
as domestic abuse bills that 
would require the seizure of 
guns for final protective 
orders and grant judges the 
discretion to remove them 
for temporary ones. 

Environmental groups 
gained a major victory with 
the passage of the Green- 
house Gas Emissions Re- 
duction Act of 2009, which 
pledges a 25 percent reduc- 
tion from 2006 greenhouse 
gas levels emitted in the 
state by 2020. The General 
Assembly also passed legis- 
lation requiring new septic 
systems in areas immedi- 
ately surrounding the bay 
and tts tributaries to have 
nitrogen-removing technol- 
ogy. 

However, the state cut 
funding to the Chesapeake 
Bay 2010 Trust Fund to $10 
million, a $15 million reduc- 
tion from the governor's 
initial budget proposal. And 
while the General Assembly 
passed a bill requiring an- 
nual progress reports from 
local governments on smart 
growth initiatives, the Sen- 
ate removed a key provision 
that would require counties 
to concentrate 80 percent of 
new construction inside 
designated growth areas. 

At a bill signing cere- 
mony Tuesday, O'Malley 
called the session "difficult," 
but praised the General As- 
sembly for its work. 

"It's easy to make pro- 
gress in easy times,” O'Mal- 
ley said, “but it's even more 
important to make progress 
in hard times.”
